PALMA’S MESSAGE 
PRINTED IN CUBA 


Havana Newspaper Publishes 
Document Which Is to 

Be Read to Congress 
Today. 


DEBT TO UNITED STATES. 


Chief Executive Says the Pros- 
perity of Island Depends 
on the American 
Market. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVANA, May 27.—President Palma’s 
message, which is to be delivered before the 
Cuban Congress, was published here tonight 
by the Discusion. President Palma is much 
annoyed by the premature publication of the 
document, 

“ Never did a people fight with more per- 
severance,’ says the message, and sacri- 
fice more for liberty than have the Cubans. 
No people, therefore, are more entitled to 
see their just efforts crowned with success. 
Together with our own heroism is the atti- 
tude of the great people who were impelled 
by their own love of liberty to put them- 
selves on our side 4n our tenacious fight for 
the independence of the country. Their mo- 
tive was one of generous ’sentiment, pure 
and disinterested in origin. Impelled by 
this sentiment, the powerful republic of the 
North recognizes, through its illustrious 
President, the Republic of Cuba, 


American Pledge deemed. 

“The promise formally made has been car- 
ried out. In this moment, when we feel our 
might as an indepemdent nation, it is im- 
possible to suppress our gratitude to the 
United States. To recognize this debt of 
gratitude to the great nation as an act which 
exalts us and which makes us worthy of the 
consideration and respect of the other na- 
tions of the world. 

‘It is necessary, now, to dictate all the 
laws laid down in the constitution. Weare 
capable of fulfilling all the obligations and 
compromises which have been contracted, 
and we should prepare the budget with the 
greatest care.’’ 

President Palma recommends the encour- 
agement of the agricultural industries of the 
island, the raising of cattle, the establish- 
ment of agricultural stations to improve the 
culture of sugar cane and tobacco, and the 
introduction of varied agricultural indus- 


tries. 
Question of Reciprocity. 
“While the question of reciprocity is still 
pending,’ the message goes on, **it ts im- 
possible to state now what measures should 
be adopted to meet the pending crisis. 
“This crisis is due to the ruinous price of 


sugar in Europe. An immediate remedy 
would be the reduction of the American 
tariff on sugar, to obtain which the execu- 
tive will at once devote his efforts and will 
negotiate a treaty in order to obtain bene- 
fits for the Cuban sugar producers. 

“Jf security of life and property in Cuba 
is to be firmly guaranteed the rural 
guard must be reorganized and increased, as 
the present tranquillity in the island is due 
to the people themselves and their desire to 
maintain the prestige of their country, 

‘* We recognize that during the American 
intervention the sanitary conditions of the 
island were greatly improved, but it is nec- 
essary to continue this work and make these 
improved conditions permanent. 

‘* The office of Judge in Cuba should be per- 
manent, and to constitute this principle of 
immovability should be one of the first duties 
of Congress.’’ 

President Palma declares it is the purpose 
of the government to devote its attention 
to education, and especially to primary 
schools. He says the government of inter- 


cational system it established, but that there 
is a need for still more schools, as the fu- 
ture of the republic depends upon educa- 
tion. It will be the duty of the government 
to encourage the construction of railroads 
in the island and to protect the capital al- 
ready invested in railroad enterprises. 

The Executive says he realizes the obliga- 
tion which the government contracted with 
the Cuban army, and that if means are not 
now taken to make good this obligation it 
eis because of the bad economic situation of 
the country. President Palma says he does 
not yet know how the ordinary expenses of 
administration are to be met.* 


Relations with the World. 

“Tt is satisfactory to us,’’ says the Presi- 
dent, ** that the Republic of Cuba has been 
officially recognized by the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Mexico, Guatemala, 
Nicaragua, Santo Domingo, Ecuador, and 
Paraguay, and we hope that other countries 
will also recognize our republic. 

‘* We must cultivate cordial relations with 
all nations, and make treaties of amnesty 
and commerce favorable to Cuba. 

“We must also take especial care that the 
relations between Cuba and the United 
States be most friendly, in order that there 
be no difficulty in arranging the political 


and commercial question which effect both 


countries. 

‘It is also of extreme tmportance that 
there should exist uninterrupted concord be- 
tween all the people of Cuba, and they should 
resolve to preserve the Cuban nationality.” 


Minister Squiers Presented. 

Herbert G. Squiers presented to President 
Palma today his credentials as Minister 
from the United States to Cuba. 

The reception of the first foreign Minister 
to Cuba attracted a large crowd to the pal- 
ace, and was marked with impressive cere- 
monies. Mr. Squiers was escorted from his 
hotel by the Assistant Secretary of State and 
fifty mounted rural guards. At the palace 
stood a detachment of Cuban artillery and 
the Municipal Band, which played the Cuban 
hymn as the party entered. Two huge Amer- 
jean flags ffoated over the building. 

Minister Squiers was cordially received by 
President Palma. He addressed the latter in 
English, as follows: 

“The President of the United States sends 
you his most cordial greetings, and desires 
me to assure your Excellency of his personal 
interest and sympathy in the welfare and 
prosperity of your people. In these senti- 
ments I beg to join. To be accredited as the 
diplomatic representative of the United 
States near your Excellency is to me the 
greatest possible compliment, and it.will be 
my constant effort to draw still closer the 
ties of friendship which now unite our peo- 


Palma, replying in Spanish, said 
that he hoped Cuba and the United States 
would always be close friends. He paid a 
tribute to President Roosevelt, to whom he

MAN POISONED; WIFE HELD 


DRUGGED COFFEE SUSPECTED IN 
CASE OF W. H! WILLIS, 


West Side Resident Collapses and Falls 
from Bicycle, and at the County 
Hospital Traces of Strychnine Are 
Found—Tells of Suspected Drink at 
Noonday Meal and the Police Arrest 
Woman Who Prepared It—Insur- 
ance Policy as a Possible Clew. 


A cup of coffee explaine the presence of 
William Henry Willis at the County Hos, 
pital, where he is lingering between life and 
death; it also accounts for the presence of 
his wife, Mamie Frances Willis, in a cell at 
the Desplaines Street Police Station. 

Mr. Willis is suffering from .strychnine 
poisoning, and the pdlice think the coffee 
which his wife prepared for his noonday 
meal was in some way drugged. 

Willis fell to the street from his bicycle 
early yesterday afternoon as he reached 
Laflin street and Jackson boulevard on his 
return from his house at 314 Sacramento 
avenue to 522 West Van Buren street, where 
he was employed. 

He was picked up unconscious and carried 
to Champion's drug store at Laflin and Van 
Buren streets. It was thought he was suf- 
fering from heart failure, and Dr. 8S. C. Car- 
ver of 101 Lafiin street was summoned. Dr. 
Carver discovered evidences of strychnine 
poisoning, and after administering antidotes 
ordered that Willis be taken to the County 
Hospital. 

Tells Story, Then Arrest. 

A careful examination by Dr. Lespinasse 
of the hospital staff confirmed the opinion of 
Dr. Carver, and the police were notified. As 
soon as he regained consciousness Willis told 
a story which led tothearrest of his wife. 

He said that at dinner he remarked to his 
wife that the coffee was bitter. With this 
his wife tasted it, but was not able to swallow 
more than a spoonful. ‘ When I arrived 
home,” said Willis, “my wife had a pot of 
coffee ready for me. She poured a cup for 
me, and the minute the coffee touched my 
lips I noticed that it was awfully bitter. I 
did not swallow a great deal and immediately 
rinsed out my mouth. The taste of the coffee 
was horrible. I calledjmy wife’s attention to 
it and she tasted a little in a spoon, but was 
unable to swallow it. 

“I was dizzy for several minutes and sat 
around the house for some time before start- 
ing away. When I reached Ashland avenue 
and Jackson boulevard my legs had become 
so weak that I was forced to dismount and 
rest for a few seconds. My head whirled. 
Afteri a while I started. again. 

‘** When I reached Lafin street everything 
suddenly became dark and I'felt myself fall- 
ing from my wheel.’’ 


Wife Taken to Hospital, 

The police of the Lake Street Police Sta- 
tion went to Willis’ house and accompanied 
his wife to the hospital. In the house they 
found a coffee pot containing dregs, two 
empty cups coated with sirup of sugar and 
coffee, a pickle, and some sausage. These 
articles will be analyzed. 

“The evidence in the case points to the 
possible guilt of Mrs. Willis,”” said Lieu- 
tenant O’Hara, ‘‘ and we shall hold her and 
await developments.” 
| When asked for the police theory of a mo- 
tive, Léeutenant O’Hara pointed to the fact 
that Willis carried Jife jnsurance 
amount of $2,000 In favor of his wife. 

Mrs. Willis was taken from the bedside of 
her husband directly to the Desplaines Street 
Station, after the police had obtained an 
ante-mortem statement from Willis. When 
Sergeant Lynch asked Mrs. Willis for the 
key to her house she refused to give it to 
him, but at the police station relented. 

Sergeant Lynch and Detectives Dawson 
and Jenks there made a thorough search of 
: the house, but failed to find poison of any 
description. From the neighbors nothing 
regarding the domestic relations of the Wil- 
lises could be learned. = 


Describes Deadly Meal. 

In the ante-mortem statement which Wiillis 
made, with the full belief that he was about 
to die, Khe said that he arrived home at 11:10 
o’clock and sat down at the dinner table 
and ate ‘‘ potatoes, steak, bread, and but- 
ter.”’ 

‘*] drank two cups of water,’’ he contin- 
ued, “‘ and then ate about half of a dough- 
nut. I then drank one swallow of coffee and 
spit it out, as it tasted so bitter. My wife, 
Mamie Frances Willis, gave me my dinner 
and the coffee, and she made and cooked 
this coffee which I drank atethis time. I 
have not had any trouble for two years with 
my wife. We always lived happily. I carry 

$2,000 insurance.” 
Woman Asserts Innocence. 

Willis is 25 years old and his wife 33. They 
have been married four years. At the Des- 
plaines Street Police Station Mrs. Willis 
said: 

“Tf there was any poison in the coffee I 
did not know. ofit. When my husband called 
attention to the bitter taste I took a little 
of the coffee in a spoon and found it to be 
bitter. We set it aside and did not drink any 
more of it. He left home, and I did not know 
of his sickness until told that he was dying. 
I bought a half a pound of coffee on Monday 
night at a grocery store at Francisco and 
Van Buren streets. I had never bought any 
there before. It was that coffee that we had 

“for luncheon: 

“Tt is not true that I bought strychnine 
to giwe to a dog. There was a little chloro- 
form in the house, but no other drug. 1 
felt slightly dizzy myself after my husband 
had left. My husband was bitten by a dog 
sometime ago, and I at first thought it 
might be hydrophobia. 

**We were married in Milwaukee four 
years ago. I had been divorced, and was 
Mrs. Clark when I married Mr. Willis. My 
former husband was a clerk in the drug 
department of a Milwaukee hospital.’’ 

When Mrs. Willis was taker to the hos- 
pital her husband greeted her affectionately. 
She seemed to be greatly perturbed by his 
condition. 


LOSFS SAVINGS WITH HER LIFE. 


Josephine Pixka, 803 Eighteenth Street, 
Crazed by Burning Oil, Runs for 
Hidden Roll of Money. 


Crazed by burning oil which had fallen on 
her dress from a gasoline stove on which she 
was preparing supper, Miss Josephine Pixka. 
803 West Eighteenth street, ran into her bed- 
room and seized $200 in bills which lay 
secreted between the mattresses. Her 
screams attracted John Novak of 705 West 
Eighteenth street. He succeeded in extin- 
guishing the flames, only after she had 
been fatally burned. The bills, which repre- 
sented the savings of herself and brother 
for several years, were burned. The girl 
died two hours later.

Police Stand on Guard When 
President Roach - Forms 
His Opposition Or- 
ganization. 


NOISY CROWD IN STREET. 


Amalgamated Men Shout and 
Throw Stones, but the Others 
Go Ahead and Name 
Officers. 


‘Under police protection, and with yells and 
jeers heard through the open windows, some 
of which had been perforated with stones, 
the street car employés’ union that has been 
set afoot and is favored by President John 
M. Roach, formally organized last night. 

The meeting was held in the Western ave- 
nue barns of the Union Traction company. 


‘row; then the disturbers left the hall and 
held a counter demonstration on the streets. 
This latter affair lasted until after the “* reg- 
ulars had adjourned. 


| One Thousand at Meeting. 

Over 1,000 employés crowded into the hall 
before the time for the opening of the meet- 
ing. Of these over a third were members 
of the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Car Employés, the organization that is 
fighting President Roach. Out on thestreet 
were more than 200 of the union men, and 
the two bodies vied with each other in noise 
and confusion. All who tried to enter the 
meeting had to pass two policemen at the 
outside door, get their barn boss to identify 
them, pass two more policemen at the lower 
entrance of the hall, and four more at the 
door. 

Once inside they found the loft of the barns 
fitted up into a large hall, with a platform 
and more than 1,500 chairs. Every attempt 
of the temporary officers of the new union 
to secure order was met with jeers and yells. 
For half an hour the din kept up, and the 
officers of the company, some of whom had 
gathered in the offices down-stairs, had about 
given up hope of accomplishing anything 
when the Amalgamated men began to leave 
the hall. They came down in threes and 
fours until more than 300 of them had left 
and gathered on the streets. 


Noisy Crowd on Outside. 

Then they began a wild demonstration. 
They blocked Western avenue and crowded 
into Washington boulevard between the two 
divisions of the barns. Any noise made in 
the meeting hall was greeted with a louder: 
one from the crowd below. Members of old 
union No, 1, which was broken up by tactics 
similar to those now employed by President 


for Number1! Down with Num- 


ber 2!" 

**Down with the €ompany’s sheep!” 

‘Don't leave the Amalgamated!”’ 

These and similar-_cries were heard on all 
sides until President James H. Bowman of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor arrived 
and succeeded in collecting the men in Wash- 
ington boulevard, where an openair meeting 
was held. The first to address the men was 
Organizer G. H. Shoaf, who was lifted toa 
window of the barns, through which the offi- 
cers of the company were able to see him. 


Says Men Are Not Cowards. 

‘If there is any man who believes that 
the employés of the Union Traction com- 
pany are cowards,” he said, “let him look 
at this gathering. I can see twenty spotters 
in this crowd who are watching you all. 
But you need not rush away—the-company 
has lost its last chance tonight. Up in that 
hall there is a great crowd of men who 
are following, not the dictates of their own 
faith, but the dictates of their employers. 
How many are there of them? You are 
nearly as many, and you did not come here 
under orders. ‘ 

‘‘ When the company tried to organize this 
union they did it to break ours, but they 
have failed. We could have broken up that 
meeting if we had staid there, but we did 
not. We have shown them our strength, 
and it is more than their’s. We ask no hall 
from Mr. Roach; we simply ask to do as 
the law permits us to do—organize and as. 
sociate with whom we please.” 

Cheers and yells of approval greeted the 
remarks of Mr. Shoaf, as they did the 
speeches of J. C. Colgan and James H. Bow- 
man, who as President of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor pledged the men the sup- 
port of that body. pee? 

While these speeches were going on the 
officers of the company were endeavoring 
to induce men to attend the rival meeting, 
which soon was filled up again, although 
there were many Amalgamated men pres- 
ent. It was claimed by the officials of the 
company that there were over 700 of their 
men there and about 500 of the Amalgamat- 
ed men, and this was not denied. 

New Union’s Leaders. 

While the new union was electing officers 
geveral stones were hurled through the win- 
dows, breaking the glass and causing a 


pcurry. Police were sent to the street and 


forced some of the crowd outside to disperse.

BUILD ON ATHLETIC FIELD 


PLANS OF UNIVERSITY INVOLVE 
NARROWING THE TRACT, 


Medical College Structure to Be Erect- 
ed Along the Fifty-seventh Street 
Front, According to Present Calcu- 
lations—Woman’s Quadrangle Be- 
tween Woodlawn and Kimbark Ave- 
nues—Great Efforts to Prevent In- 
vasion of Flats. | 


Marshall Field, the arena of many famous 
contests on gridiron, diamond, track, and 
field, is in danger of being condensed to nar- 
row limits by the ever-increasing demand for 
buildings of the University of Chicago. Plans 
have been considered and committees ap- 
pointed in the medical school of the universi- 
ty looking toward the erection of a great 
medical building along the Fifty-seventh 
street front of the field, in close proximity 
to the Hull biological laboratories, which 
stand in the original grounds on the south of 
Fifty-seventh street and between Ellis and 
Lexington avenues. | 

The university authorities have also lo- 
cated at last the woman's quadrangle, where, 
in measure, the women students will be seg- 
regated. The block fronting on the Midway 
and extending north to Fifty-eighth street, 
between Woodlawn and Kimbark avenues, 
which was recently acquired by the univer- 
sity, will be the women’s especial territory. 

The woman's quadrangle will contain dor- 
mitories, a clubhouse, and a large recitation 
building. 

The university now owns all the frontage 
on the north side of the Midway plaisance, 
between the Del Prado Hotel, at Madison 
avenue on the east and Ingleside avenue on 
the west, a total of seven squares. A portion 
of the block between Ingleside and Drexel 
avenues is also said to have become a part 
of ‘ts domain: 


Fighting Flat Building Invasion. 

The greatest ** real estate ’’ interest of the 
university professors and the residents of 
the neighborhood of the Quadrangie club 
at Fifty-eighth street and Lexington ave- 
nue yesterday,” however, was centered in 
efforts to frustrate a reported plan to erect 
an apartment building in the heart of the 
university settlement on .a lot belonging 
to Marshall Field, facing Woodlawn ave- 
nue and extending west along the south 
side of Fifty-eighth street to the grounds 
of the clubhouse. Those who opposed the 
project did not retire last night until they 
felt reagonably certain they had found a 
way to prevent the erection of the structure. 
' By noon today, it is believed, arrange- 
ments will have been perfected by which this 
tract of ground will also pass into the hands 
of the university, and the danger of the 
settlement being invaded by a flat building 
will have been averted forever. This as- 
surance is said to have come as the result of 
a comference at the club of nearly a score 
of university professors and others last) 
evening, at which means were secured to 
purchase an option on the lot held by E. 
E. Coulter, princtpal- of the University 
School on the North Side. The purchase 
will be made from Coulter this morning.

‘What effect will it have on football next 
fall?”’ 

‘“*It will not help any,” he said. “ We 
have been trying to improve the fleld by 
filling in the low places, and jf left alone 
would have had a fine practice and athletic 
ground, but the building, if it goes up, will 
injure things.”’ 

Professor Stagg said the land was not 
given to the university under any specified 
condition that it should remain an athletic 
fleld. 

New School of Education. 

To the east of the projected woman’s dor- 
mitorfes, and ocoupying the entire frontage 
between Kimbark and Monroe avenues on 
the Midway, will be bulit the new School of 
Education, or normal school, and the builld- 
ing now used for that purpose at Fifty- 
eighth street and Ellis avenue will be turned 
to other purposes. 

The trustees of the university have ap- 
pointed John Dewey, head professor of 
philosophy, to the directorship of this schoo! 
to fill the position made vacant by the death 
of Colonel Parker. The School of Educa- 
tion is to be enlarged far beyond its original 
limits, the department of pedagogy being 
taken out of the university curriculum ang 
made part of it. The South Side Academy. 
with 150 pupils, and the Chicago Manual 
Training School, with 250, are to lose their 
identity and be merged in the school as soon 
as the new building on the Midway is ready 
for use.

AGREES ON SITES 
FOR SMALL PARKS 


City Commission Shows Where 
Many Are Dying Every 
Year from Over- 

erowdings 


WEST SIDE BOARD TO ACT. 


Nine Locations Are Offered, of 
Which Five or Six “ Breath- 
ing Places” Will Be 
Selected. 


For sections of the West Side where ther: 
is ‘“‘no room to live” the Special Parks 
commission of the City Council yesterday 
recommended nine sites for small parks, 
from which five or six will be chosen by 
the West Park board. In some of the locali- 
ties which are to be given breathing places 
the commissien shows that “ annually twen- 
ty-two persons in a thousand are dying 
unnecessarily from crowded and insani- 
tary conditions.” 

‘Blocks of old frame and brick dwellings 
will disappear as soon as the Payk board 
has made its selection of sites, and in neigh- 
borhoods where now a blade of grass can- 
not be found with a fiefd glass, parks of 
four, five, or ten acres will be established. 
In the districts where these parks are to 
gO thousands of the people are living in 
alleys, thousands are living in basements. 
In one block of these sections of the city 
the commission has found 300 persons liv- 
ing in thirty-seven “ alley homes.” 


Where 37 in 1,000 Die. 

In ten blocks in this locality 2,600 people 
have been found living in alleys. In the same 
district 3,127 people were found living in 
basements, and the mortality record runs up 
to thirty-seven in a thousand, nearly three 
times the average of the €ity. 

It is in these districts that the commission 
says “‘ there is no room to live."’ | 

The recommendations of the city commis- 
sion were given to the Park board at its 
meeting yesterday by Secretary Arthur 
O’Neill and were taken under consideration. 
The Park Commissioners have $1,000,000, 
raised by special bond issue, to spend for the 
parks, and the authority to levy a one mill 
tax for their improvement and maintenance, 
In addition to the sites recommended by the 
commission, there are some individual re- 
quests from residents of crowded neighbor- 
hoods, but it is expected that the suggestioris

_ Want a “ Jane Addams Park.” 

There already is on foot a plan to have one 
of the parks. in the Nineteenth Ward, named 
for Miss Jane Addams of Hull House. Will- 
iam Kent has offered to sell a site at West 
Polk and Mather streets.10 per cent below 
its valuation on the condition that Miss 
Addams’ name shall be given to it. “To her,’’ 
Said Mr. Kent, “the people of that dis- 
trict and the people of Chicago are more 
indebted for social amelioration than to any 
one else.” In addition to the West Bide, 
small parks are to be established on the 
North and South Sides, but as the West 
Park Commissioners have the money avail- 
able for the purpose, those in that section 
of the city will be established first. 


Sites of Proposed “ Breathing Spots.” 

The sites recommended by the . Special 
Parks commission, as classed by districts, 
are as follows: 


NORTHWEST DISTRICT. . 

Two blocks bounded by West Chicago avenue, 
Noble, Cornell, and Chasé street. Area, includ- 
ing Fray street and alleys, eighf’acres. Dimen- 
sions, 590x600 feet. The nearest park is Union 
Park, a mile and a quarter distant. The site 
faces the Motley School. 

Block bounded by Noble, Bradley, Blackhawk, 
and Cleaver streets. Area, including alleys, three 
and six-tenths acres, in the heart of a Polish set- 
tlement, facing St. Stanislaus’ Church and School, 
three-quarters of a mile from Wicker Park. 

Block bounded by Elizabeth and Ohio streets, 
Sinnett place, and Center @venue; area, two and 
four-tenths acres, a mile Union Park. 

Of these sites the boardds recommended to take 
elther the two smaller or the first, which is the 
largest. It is midway between the two smaller 
sites. 


GHETTO DISTRICT. 


Block bounded by Fourteenth place and Union, 
Jefferson, and Barber streets; area, two and aeven- 
tenths acres; site of the Henry Booth settlement, | 


rest of the site being covered with frame bulld- 

ings. The neatest park is Vernon Park, a mile 

and a haif distant. ' 
BOHEMIAN DISTRICT. 

Block bounded by Fisk, May, Twentieth, and 
Twenty-first streets; area, three and seven-tenths 
acres, now vacant; nearest park is Vernon Park, 
two miles distant. Fotitepublic schools, with a 
total attendance of 4,600 children, are close to the 
‘proposed site. 4 

HULL HOUSE DISTRICT. 

Block bounded by Forquer, Taylor, and Hal- 
sted streets and Blue Island avenue; area, five 
and three-tenths acres; the Taylor frontage faces 
the Goodrich School. Hull House is one block dis- 
tant. 

A portion of a block bounded by Forquer, Ewing, 
and Halsted streets and west of the Dante School; 
area, four acres, in the heart of a congested Italian 
district. 
Halsted streets and west of the Polk Street School; 
area, two and one-fourth acres; now used as 4 
playground attached to Hull House and ae the 
site of the Carter H. Harrison baths, which it is 


not intended to disturb. 
One site to be chosen from the three offered. 


There is another site recommended in the 
Bohemian district. This is a tract of land 
in Ashland avenue, south of Sixteenth 
street, extending across Laflin to the alley 
between that street and Loomis street, the 
eastern end being in the rear of the Jirka 
School. 

The transfer of all city parks to the control 
of the Park boards is recommended by the 
commission. 


Terrible Conditions Are Told. 

With the report on park sites the com- 
mission submitted a report on conditions in, 
the districts in which the parks are to be 
established. It also had prepared maps 
showing how large a percentage of children 
who come under the jurisdiction of the 
Juvenile Court live in these congested ‘dis- 
tricts. In the report on conditions the-Six- 
tenth Ward is called ‘* one of the most over- 
crowded regions in the worid.”’ 

The Seventeenth Ward, with a population 
of about 60,000 people, is shown to have only 
one breathing place—that being Bickerdike 
square, a place of a little over an aore, 
Twelve thousand school children live in the 
ward. ‘ 

“The Health department records,” states 
the report, “ show that in proportion to pop-. 
ulation for every child which dies in the 
Seventh Ward four children perish in the 
Seventeenth. The comparison is almost a4 
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‘spirit. 
‘In this neighborhood 


— 


startling when adults are considered, the 
proportion being three to one.” 


Lesson in the Park Areas. 

The lesson the commission finds in these 
figures is contained in the supplementary 
statement: 

“The Seventh Ward has the largest park 
area of any ward in Chicago. The Seven- 
teenth Ward has practically none.” 

In the Ninth Ward, or the Ghetto, the 
commission finds the most populous schoo! 
district in: Chicago “if not in the world.’’ 
“There are 14,300 boys and girls living in 
about one mile square of territory,” says the 
report, “‘who have no park or playground 
within ordinary walking distance. The peo- 
ple suffer intensely from overcrowding. Al- 
‘most every available foot of ground is oc- 
cupied with tenements. One block has a 
population.of 1,000 persons. The landlords 
get high rents for insanitary dwellings or 
stores while they habitually violate the 
hea!th laws. Dark and overcrowded rooms 
abound. Cellars, basements, outhouses all 
are used for living purposes. On every acre 
more than 400 persons live. Persons living 
in such conditions never can acquire that 
standard of citizenship which this city must 


_ secure for all its law-abiding and law-making 


people,”’ 

Where Overcrowding Is Dangerous. 

In the Tenth Ward, populated largely by 
Bohemians, it is said that community life 
has survived and that the, “ district has 
fomewhat the appearance of a distinct city 
itself." Of the district the report says: 

*“* These people are dangerously overcrowd- 
ed in tenements. Every inch of the ground 
space of a large number of lots is covered 
by this type of building. The rear tene- 
ments are the worst in the city. In one 
block without an alley there are several 
three-story buildings running through from 
street to street. The population of the en- 
tire ward is growing rapidly, tenement con- 
ditions are fast becoming worse, crowding 
is becoming more intense, landlords are be- 
coming more rapacious, seeking to cover 
every inch of their ground space with tall 
tenements. Land is steadily increasing in 
value. Both playgrounds and sma!l parks 
@re needed to supply this great laboring 
population with adequate open spaces.”’ 

In the other wards in which the proposed 
small parks are to be placed similar condi- 
tions are found. One of the maps. accom- 
panying the report shows the large propor. 
tion of schoolhouses on the West Side which 
are without any playground facilities, and 
the large number which have inadequate 
playgrounds. The commission found few 
a@chool buildings with sufficient ground at- 
tached for the recreation of the children. 


 f&ppeal from Miss Addams., 

A letter from Miss Addams on the sub- 
ject of conditions in the Hull House dis- 
trict is included with the report. She states: 

“The casual and constantly interrupted 
play of the streets is perhaps the worst 
feature of street life, the children having 
no chance for initiative or sustained effort 
in their sports, and the tendency is inevitably 
towards the cultivation of the destructive 
Any ore who has spent a summer 
feels justified in 
strongly urging the opening wf a small park. 
It takes both more enterprise and more 
pennies than the women and chikiren pos- 
sess to undertake the car ride to one of 
the larger parks and one can readily believe 
the story of the Italian woman who had 
lived in the neighborhood for three years 
and who firmly believed that ‘no trees 
grew in Chicago.’ ”’ 

The report is signed by Alderman W. 8. 
Jackson, chairman of the commission, and 
Arthur O’Neill, Secretary. 


FEAR TO PROPOSE BOND ISSUE. 


West Side Commissioners Recognize 
That Taxpayers’ Patience Is 
Nearly Exhausted. 


“The next thing we want,” satd Commis- 
sioner Andrew Graham to the members of the 
West Park/board yesterday, ‘ is a bond issue 
to fix up.all the West Side boulevards.”’ 

“If we say ‘ bond issue’ again the people 
will put the whole lot of usin jail.”’ said Com- 
missioner Charles Kopf. 

This is the first indication of the West Park 
board’s being aware that the limit has been 
reached in the section of the city whichis the 
most taxed fur park purposes. 

Commissioner Graham made the propost- 
tion for an act of the Legislature giving the 
board the authority to issue bonds to re- 
surface or repair the West Side boulevards. 
Commissioner Kopf had brought the matter 
up on a resolution to resurface Ashland 
boulevard from Twelfth street to Madison, 
or at least to Harrison. 

“You can’t spring any more bond issues 
om the people for boulevard purposes,” said 
Mr. Kopf. 

“Well, we'll have to do it,” said Mr. 
Graham. 

They'll put us all in jail,’ said) Mr. Kopf, 
and the matter was dropped except asapply- 
ing to Ashland boulevard, which the board 
will endeavor to repair with the money it has. 


LOVE DRIVES TWO TO DEATH. 


Charles Campbell, Pharmacist, and a 
Polish Laborer, Separated from 
Wives, Kill Themselves. 


Charies Campbell, a pharmacist, was 
found dead in his room at ¥1 Dearborn ave- 
nue, yesterday. He had been dead for two 
days, and letters found on the body indicat- 
ed that he had committed suicide with pol- 
son. separation from his wife, who now 
resides at 686 West Lake sireet, is sup- 
posed to have led to his act. He was 23 
years old, and formerly was the proprietor 
of a drug store on the West Side, which 
Was lost through business reverses. 

Inability to get money enough to return 
to his bride in Poland, whom he left two 
years ago to seek a fortune, is believed to 
have prompted Jurgis Jokoeuskis, 40 years 
old, to hang himself. 

His body was found tn the basement of his 
home at 3243 South Morgan street. He had 
worked as a laborer for some time, but was 
unable to save money.

PANIG IN PARADE CROWD 


ONE KILLED AND MANY INJURED 
BY ACCIDENT. 


Temporary Sidewalk Fajls with Hun- 
dreds Who Are Watching Rocham- 
beau Procession — Troops Break 
Ranks to Join in Work of Rescue— 
Visitors Have Busy Day, Which 

“Closes with Banquet at Waldorf- 
Astoria—Welcome by Mayor Low. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.J—One man 
was killed and 100 injured, while watching 
the Rochambeau parade this afternoon, by 
the collapse of a temporary sidewalk at the 
northwest corner of Fifth avenue and 
Eighteenth street. 

Of the injured four are so badly hurt that 
it is feared they will die.

' The accident happened while thousands 
lined Fifth avenue watching the parade in 
honor of the French mission that was offi- 
cially welcomed to the city today. Witha 
crash the structure gave way, engulfing al] 
who stood on it, and in an instant the en- 
thusiastic, cheering crowd was panic 
stricken. 

In a moment the line of parade was broken. 
The Twenty-second Regiment was passing at 
the time, and the soldiers broke ranks and 
ran to the aid of the police on the scene, who 
were unable to handle the crowd. The Red 
Cross corps Was called into action, and the 
Work of rescue was begun, — 

Down inthe excavation men who were not 
seriously injured fought with wounded vic- 
tims and women to scramble out, and on 
every side were blood-covered, bruised men, 
women, and children. 

Police reserves were called from surround- 
ing stations, and soon restored some sort of 
order. Within half an hour after the am- 
bulances arrived more than twenty-five 
sons had injuries dressed and were able to 
go home, while a number were sent to the 
New York and St. Vincent’s Hospitals. 


Troopers Act as Rescuers. 

Assisted by the Ambulance Corps of the 
Twenty-second and Thirteenth Regiments, 
the police and members of engine company 
No. 14, in Nineteenth street, near Fifth ave- 
nue, had completed the work of rescue. 

Not more than ten mimutes before the side- 
walk collapsed Peter Schultz of 782 Union 
avenue, Brooklyn, a contractor, went to the 
police sergeant in charge of the reserves 
on the scene and said he felt certain the 
structure was not safe. 

When he had been told this he ordered 
five policemen to clear the structure of the 
crowd, and the bluecoats were in the act of 
doing so when the crash came. 

James Lawton of 609 Hudeon street, the 
foreman in charge of the work on the new 
building, was arrested by order of Police 
Captain Foody of the West Twentieth Sta- 
tion, who Was on the scene, and was locked 
up in the West Thirtieth Street Station. 

After viewing the body of Mr. Coolidge 
and issuing the necessary permit for its re- 
moval, the Coroner ordered the arrest of 
Contractor Cowan and of J. G. Miller, the 
subcontractor. Mr. Cowan, however, had 
heard of the accident and went to the police 
station, where he saw the Coroner. Cowan 
explained that he was not responsible for the 
accident, and promised to appear at the 
inquest in case he was wanted.

“The Army of France," and referred par- 
ticularly to the pleasure of his visit to the 
great military academy at West Point and 
the splendid appearance of the New York 
troops in the parade of the afternoon. 

Admiral Fournier, in replying to the toast 
“The Navy of France,” paid a glowing trib- 
ute tothe American navy, to which he offered 
a return toast.

Reply by M. Cambon. 

Ambassador Cambon replied to the Mayor’s 
address, saying: ‘Mr. Chairman, Mr. 
Mayor, and Gentlemen—Representatives of 
the City of New York: I thank you much for 
the kind, generous, and splendid reception 
which you have given to my countrymen, 
the members of the French mission. The 
President of the French republic has sent you 
the most distinguished representatives of 
the French army, of the French navy, of 
French science, and of French commerce, and 
also of our art, because we know that France 
is represented among you not only by the 
army and navy but also by the commerce, 
the arts, and the sciences. We would be 
glad if we could live always with you in 
America. We are giad to have the honor to 
know you and the other distinguished per- 
sons whom we have met here in America.

Graduates of Garrett Approve Remarks 
of the Rev. E. S. Ninde on the Sub- 
ject—Award of Diplomas Today.

Professor Hill’s Report. 


In addition to his rk of investigation 
the professor rescued in his steamer many 
poor people of Le Precheur, who had ven- 
tured back after deserting their homes and 
found themselves in awful danger. He re- 
ports as follows: 

“The zone of the catastrophe in Mar- 
tinique forms an elongated oval, containing 
on land- about eight square miles of de- 
struction. This oval is partly over the sea. 
The land part is bounded by lines running 
from Le Precheur to the peak of Mont 
Pelee, thence curving around to Carbet. 

There were three well marked zones. First, 


a center of annthilation, in which all life, 
vegetable and animal, was utterly destroyed, 


the greater northern part of St. Pierre was 
in this zone: second, a zone of singeing, 


blistering flame, which also was fatal to all 


life, killing all men and animals, burning the 
leaves on the trees, and scorching, but not

Professor Hill knows the risk he takes, but 
says the only way to discover exactly what 
has happened is to go to the crater itself, or 
as near it as possible.

Fort de France is nearly deserted. A 
new source of fright is fear that a tidal 
Wave may come. A wave eight feet high 
would certainly destroy Fort de France and 
probably cause enormous loss of life. 

The weather is lowering and rainy. The 
south winds carry the smoke and ashes from 
the volcano away from Fort de France.

Memphis,’ Tenn., May 27.—[Special.]— 
Bishop R. 8. Deener of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South is in jail at Batesville, 
Ark., charged with forgery. He is alleged 
to have forged securities amounting to 
$15,000. It is charged that these forgeries 
were first committed to secure loans from 
the Bank of Batesville in 1890. Deener was 
then arrested and placed under bond of 
$3,000, which he gave and forfeited. Since 
then he had ‘been in Mexico, where he stud- 
ied and practiced medicine. In February, 
1902, his property in Mexico was wiped out 
by an earthquake, his health was broken, 


- FORT DE FRANCE, May -19.—[Special Correspondence.]—There was one man who 
was not in the streets of St. Pierre on the morning of the eruption. He was Roul 
Sartout, a coarse, jet black native, who had been arrested for some trivial offense the 
wéek before. He is actually the only creature in all the City of St. Pierre to live through 
the fiery deluge. \ he 

Sartout, who is now in a hospital at Fort de France, had become obstreperous in his 
prison and was transferred to the dungeon below the level of the sidewalk facing the Rue 
Dieppe, which slants downward toward the foadstead. He heard the rumbling of Pelee 
and felt the tremor of the earth, and realized that something extraordinary was going on. 
He was panic-striken with fear and beat with his hands against the walls, but only suc- 
ceeded in getting open a door leading into a cell a little larger than his, over which there 
was an iron grating looking up through the sidewalk. He stumbled into this apartment 
to find it half filled with a sifting mags of hot ashes and dust. It burned him severely

Alderman Foreman asks 


The City the Council to ask the Cor- 
Cam Issue poration Counsel whether 
Ne Bonds. the city can issue bonds 


with which to construct 
subways, the bonds to be paid out of the 
revenues derived from the subways when 
built. It appears to be the idea of the Al- 
Merman that the city may be permitted to 
run into debt beyond the constitutional limit, 
provided it does so to acquire a valuable 
asset, out of which the new indebtedness 
may be discharged, The courts will not 
permit the language of the constitution to 
be interpreted in this loose fashion. The 
city is not permitted to become indebted “ in 
any manner or for any purpose”’ to an 
amount, including the existing indebtedness, 
exceeding 5 per cent on the last assessment 
for purposes of taxation. The city has been 
indebted beyond the limit ever since the 
present constitution was adopted, and cannot 
incur additional indebtedness. Consequent- 
ly it is not in the power of the city to issue 
bonds to establish gas works, buy street raft- 
road plants, or build subways. ff the city 
hed authority to isdue bonds there are other 
matters which are of more immediate im- 
For instance, the 
facilities for getting back and forth across 
the main river might be greatly improved. 


THEY KEEP THE OLD FAITH. 

While the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly was discussing the revision of its creed 
tm New York last week delegates from the 
hundred Congrégational churches of 
Maesachusetts at the same time were as- 
sembied at Plymouth to decide whether 
that association, of churches should abandon 
the doctrinal basis which was agreed upon 
in 1865 and which at that time was set forth 
as stating the doctrines “ which from the 
beginning have been embraced by the 
churches of New Engiand as the doctrine of 
, the gospel.” | 

The committee which was appointed two 
years ago to revise the rules of the as 
sociation reported, among other changes, 
last year in favor of eliminating this basis 
altogether. It was then decided not to act 
hastily, and the matter was put off another 
year. ‘In the meantime, the local confer- 
ences and ministerial associations were 
asked to put themselves on record for or 
against this action and report to the gen- 
eral association, which met last week. 
These reports were made. The discussion 

of the question was long and animated. It 
was really a question of the ofd creed or 
mo creed. The liberal faction in the. asso- 
ciation was led by the Rev. Philip S. Moxom 
of Springfield, one of the ablest Congrega- 
tional clergymen in New England, and made 
@ vigorous fight to change the church to 
@ no creed denomination, but it was use- 
less. The conservative wing was toostrong. 
The association not only rejected the report 
of the Revision committee but expressly 
reaffirmed its adherence to the old Declara- 
tion of Faith, adopted in 1865. 

Under the terms of the old declaration 
the denomination, while adhering to its 
peculiar faith and order, will acknowledge 
fellowship with all who believe in the Holy 
Trinity, the atonement, the sacraments of 
baptism, and the Lord’s Supper, the resur- 
gection, and the final judgment, and “ will 

‘eobperate with all who hold these truths” 


“end “with them we will carry the gospel 


into every part of this land and with them 


*¢he gospel to every creature.’” The liberal 


wing contended that the church was amply 


protected by other rules from association 
with unevangelical churches, and that the 
spirit of the Congregational system was 
not in sympathy with creeds, as was shown 
by the fact that few of the churches ob- 
served the declaration of 1865. The con- 
servatives, much like their Presbyterian 
brethren, regarded the old declaration from 
the sentimental and historical point of 
view, and determined to preserve it just 
as it stands, since it needs no declaratory 
statement to save it from misinterpretation. 
They also believed that the church could 
accomplish more with some definite creed 
than without one. What was good enough 
for the fathers is good enough for them. 
The decision is surprising. It is to be con- 
sidered, however, that sentiment may have 
influenced many, for the meeting was held 
at an historic spot dear to all Congrega- 
tionalists, and it was the centennial of the 
organization. Besides, doctrinal standards 
do not change easily in New England. 


CONGRESS AND LYNCHINGS. 

Senator Gallinger, has offered a resolu- 
tion to investigate lynchings in the United 
States, with a view of ascertaining whether 
there is a remedy for them which Congress 
can administer. He feared, however, that 
it would be said the federal government 
was powerless and the States had exclusive 
jurisdiction. His apprehensions were justi- 
fied, for Senator Hoar said the Judiciary 
committee, of which he is chairman, had 
considered the matter as a question of con- 
stitutional law and duty and had reported 
adversely to a bill providing for the assump- 
tion of jurisdiction by the national govern- 
ment. 

The conclusions of the Judiciary commit- 
tee are not accepted by all jurists. In the 
last number of the Hasvard Law Review is 
an article by Albert E. Pillsbury, in which 
he contends that there is a federal remedy 
for lynchings. He takes the position that 
when a person is put to death by a lawless 
mob in default of the protection which the 
State where the crime is committed is bound 
to provide for all alike, there is a denial 
by the State of the equal protection of the 
laws which is guaranteed by the fourteenth 
amendment. This denial of protection, says 
Mr. Pillsbury, Oongress may prevent or 
punish by legislation applying to any indi- 
viduals who participate in or contribute to 


it, directly or indirectly. 


Mr. Pillsbury says also that the four- 
teenth amendment confers citizenship as 
a federal right upon all born or naturalized 
within the United States and subject to its 
jurisdiction. The power to protect the lives 
of its citizens is an inherent power of every 
government. If the duty of protection falls 
upon the States, a failure to perform the 
duty is a breach of duty to the United 
States, which the latter has power to deal 
with. 


Mr. Pillsbury closes his argument by con- 
ceding that the existence or non-existence 
of the power in the federal government to 
deal with lynchings can be determined only 
by submitting a statute to the test of judi- 
cial examination. There is no present prob- 
ability of the enactment of such a statute. 
There have been lynchings in Northern 
States, but they are of far.more frequent 
occurrence in Southern States. The Sen- 
ators and Representatives from that part 
of the country will be a unit in their oppo- 
sition to federal legislation on the subject. 

There is room for doubt as to whether 
federal legishation, if enacted, would be of 
material value in communities where pub- 
lic sentiment does not condemn lynchers, 
especially when black men are lynched. 
Where pubic sentiment condemns lynchers 
State courts will punish offenders. Where 
it does not it will be difficult to find jurors 
to return verdicts against men indicted for 
lynching, ff grand juries can be impaneled 
that will indict them. Laws against lynch- 
ing might be no more effective than laws 
enacted to guarantee the voting rights of 
black men. 

It is not to federal legislation that we 
must look for the punishment of lynchers, 
and the extirpation of the lynching spirit. 
Laws enacted at Washington will not 
awaken in Louisiana or Texas a determi- 
nation to put a stop to the burning of ne- 
groes at the stake. The remedy must come 
from some other quarter. 


ENFORCE SECTION 1,723. 

The Union Traction company seems to 
have picked out section 1,723 of the re- 
vised code of the Oity of Chicago to be the 
object of its particular contempt and dis 
regard. It is section 1,723 which provides 
that street car companies shall issue trans- 
fers. at all places where their lines cross 
each other or meet within the city limits, 
It is also section 1,723 which provides 
that no street car company shall for any 
one continuous trip within the city limits 
charge more than 5 cents for each passen- 
ger over 12 years of age or more than half 
fare for each passenger over 7 and under 
12. Here are two distinct provisions, Both 
are binding upon the Union Traction, Both 


‘have been violated by it. 


In some parts of the world it would be no 
light thing to say of a group of persons 
that they were lawbreakers. In Chicago it 
has unfortunately become so common a thin g 
that it has lost much of its weight. We 
have seen contractors violating the builkd- 
ing ordinances. We have seen factories 
violating the health ordinance. Worst 
of all, we have seen the city itself vio- 
lating its own emoke ordinances. We 
are inured to all this. Also we are de- 
moralized by it. Our faculty of in- 
dignation ard resentment has been im- 
paired. In this matter of section 1,723, 
there is nothing dubious, there is nothing 
debatable. There the section stands, point- 


j ing out certain duties which in accordance 


with the will of the people the street car 
companies must perform. If assurance or 
corroboration was needed it was furnished 
by Judge Ball when he decided that the 
city had power to pass such a section and 
to insist upon compliance with it. The 
case is perfectly plain. Section -1,723 is 
without legal or constitutional defect. It 
demands obedience, absolute obedience. It 
will be satisfied with nothing less. 

The second part of 1,723 deals with a 
subject which may be said to be of minor 
importance. The total number of children 
under 7, who ought to be carried for nothing, 
and of children between 7 and 12, who ought 
to be carried at half rates, is. comparatively 
small. The amount of money which would 
‘be saved to the public by a rigid enforce- 
ment of the section, is likewise comparative- 
ly small. But only comparatively. Actual- 
ly, neither the number of children nor the 
money saved to the public is so smajl as 
to be negligible. ‘There are parts of town 
where the perspective is such that a nickel 
‘assumes rather exaggerated. proportions. 
To those parts of town enforcement would 
be a financial relief. What is. really more 
important, however, is that to all parts of 
town it would be a moral tonic. Trans- 
fers and half fares are as reasonable and 
as necessary today as they were when 
section 1,723 became law, and a refusal to 
issue transfers or to accept half fares is 
lawlessness now as it was then. A con-

THE KAISER AND MRS. EDDY. 

It is reported from Berlin that the Kaiser 
has issued an order forbidding any one con- 
nected with the German army, court, state, 
or church, to join the Christian Scientists 
under penalty of “severe chastisement.” 
What the chastisement is to be is not stated. 
The Emperor has said that he will ostracize 
any member of the court or army who be- 
comes a disciple of Mrs. Eddy. The with- 
drawal of the sunfight of imperial favor is 
no small punishment in itself. In addition 
to that an offender may be punished by a 


denial of promotion, or even by removal 


from office. 


There have been times when punishments 


more severe than any it is in the power of 
the German Emperor to inflict have not 
deterred men from confessing their conver- 
sion to new and unpopular faiths. William 
Penn suffered® more by reagon of his be- 
coming a Quaker than any one about the 
German court is likely to suffer by defying 
the EXmperor’s orders. It will be interest- 
ing to-see whether there is as much readi- 
ness to suffer for conscience’s sake now as 
there was in bygone days. Then churches 
throve on prosecution. Then imprisonment, 
stripes, the loss of wealth, popular scorn, 
and mockery had no restraining effect on 
the earnest souls who felt that they had at 
last found the true faith. 

'This age is roundly abused as being a 
materialist one, quite given over to com- 
mercialism and imperialism, and altogether 
destitute of idealism. If the order of the 
German Emperor is so far effective that 
there are no open converts to Mrs. Eddy 
among the classes of Germans who are or- 
dered to keep aloof from her church, it may 
be assumed that there is no strong inclina- 
tion on the part of German officers or offi- 
cials to court martyrdom. Other things be- 
ing equal, the new cult ought to have for 
some Germans the same attractions it has 
for some Americans and Englishmen. If 
a number of those to whom the Emperor's 
order is addressed disobey it, ft will be ap- 
parent that there are yet men who will 
sacrifice prosperity because of their loy-, 
alty to what they deem the truth. 


THE PHILIPPINES CHURCH QUESTION 

The attitude of the Vatican toward the 
American commission which is to discuss 
with the Catholic authorities the solution 
of the church question in the Philippines 
is variously reported in the dispatches from 
Rome. The Cardinal Secretary of the 
Propaganda and the Cardimal Secretary of 
State are said to be opposed to official 
recognition of Judge Taft and his colleagues 
because they have not been endowed with 
formal diplomatic powers by the President, 
and at the same time from other sources 
it is reported that the Pope looks forward 


' with pleasure to the conference with Judge 


Taft and Bishop O’Gorman. There may 
be—though it is difficult to believe that 
such is the case—a disposition on the part 
of some of the officials at Rome to combine 
the settlement of the problems which face 
the church and the government in the 
Philippines with the question of diplomatic 


‘relations between the United States and 


the Vatican. If this disposition should pre- 
vail during the discussion it will seriously 
interfere with the work of the commission. 
It is desirable that the work of the 
church: in civilizing the Filipino people 
should be resumed, freed from the prejudice 
which the population has conceived for the 
friars. At present the people are almost 
without spiritual leaders. The friars are 
unable to return to their parishes, because 
of the danger to their lives and because 
of the probability of a fresh outbreak if 
they were to do so. The Filipinos draw a 
sharp line between the monastic orders 
and the church. They hate the friars and 
they are devoted to their religion. Many 
of the native clergy are unfitted by training 
or education to look after their people with- 
out assistance and supervisione The situa- 
tion calls for American priests, understand- 
ing the aims and government of the Ameri- 
can people, to carry on the work in the 


| {Islands which they have so successfully and 


so long carried on in the United States. 

Judge Taft and Bishop O’Gorman are au- 
thorized. to treat for the transfer of the 
church lands to the insular government and 
the withdrawal of the friars from the is- 
lands. The good judgment of the authori- 
ties at Rome should exclude from the con- 
ference any other question, if indeed they 
have really intended to bring up one at 
this time. 


AN IDEAL TWENTIETH CENTURY WOMAN. 

Mrs. John Henry Waggoner of Buffalo, 
who but recently was Miss Alice Videlia 
Tower, has come the nearest to the ideal 
of the twentieth century woman. Here- 
after, when in the women’s clubs, the so- 
roses, the suffrage sisterhoods, or in prose 
or verse, or fiction or comedy, a “new 
woman” is to be described, she should be 
modeled upon the plan of Mrs. John Henry 
Waggoner. The type is as fixed as that of 
the Gibson girl or the Helleu ladies.. 

It would be interesting to know how John 
Henry—of whom nothing is known except 
that there is such a person—wooed and won 
Alice@ffidelia, how the acquaintance was 
made, how it developed into friendship and 
matured into the divine passion, and how 
the fateful question was asked; but un- 
fortunately the details of the courtship are 
lacking. It was only when the affair be- 
came public that it was revealed how Alice 
Fidelia, the “new woman,” conducted 
matters. 

The first step of Alice Fidelia was to draw 
up a contract which gives her the para- 
‘mount interest in everything. The business- 
like character of this contract, as well as 
its rigidity in the expression of superiority, 
is shown by the provision that in case of 
an accident happening to the wife, which 
might result in damages, those damages 
must come to her.

THE EXTRAVAGANCE OF CONGRESS. 

appropriation bills reach the Senate 
it alwa¥s amends them. This is an unde 
sirable practice, because the amendments 
always increase the sum total of the bill. 
The Senaté invariably is of the opinion that 
the House has been niggardly, and seeks 
to make amends for its shortcomin Asa 


and concurs in the amendments of the Sen- 
ate. 

The House passed a river and harbor bill 
carrying $70,000,000. The Senate added 
$10,000,000, Had it stricken out items foot- 
ing up about $20,000,000 it would have im- 
proved the bill materially and would have 
justified the claim made im behalf of the 
Senate that it is a conservative and a delib- 
erative body. The House passed a public 
buildings bill appropriating $17,000,000. 
Some of the items in the bill are meritori- 
ous. Some are scandalous. Th¢ total 
amount carried by the bill might easily have 
been reduced one-third. The Senate raised 
the amount a little over 25 per cent, making 
it $21,400,000. Presumably the House will 
joyfully concur in the amendments after a 
little feigned resistance. Representatives 
will explain that if appropriations are large 
the fault is not theirs but that of an extrava- 
gant and obstinate Senate. 

The “intelligent observer” will not find 
so much fault with Senators or with Repre- 
sentatives as he will with an indifferent pub- 
lic which is unmoved by most extravagant 
expenditures, If Congressmen vote to in- 
crease their own salaries there is a tremen- 
dous uproar. If they appropriate a much 
larger amount to erect public buildings 
which are not needed and improve brooks 
and rivulets, the neighborhoods where the 
money is expended are elated, and other 
neighborhoods hope their turn will come 
next. The public takes no intdrest in the 
manner in which public money is expended. 
So long as that is the case Congressmen 
cannot be expected to be economical, 


Or course, it might be possible to teach 
music in the public schools by meang of 
phonographs, if economy is the main thing.

She becomes fitful and moody 
and files In a rage when she discovers that 
the King has kept Cosse-Brisesac in prison 
for a year and a half. The young officer 
escapes from prison and, though wounded 
by a shot, comes to Countess du Barry. 
She conceals him and buys the silence of 
Jean du Barry by paying him a large sum. 
In the fourth act Du Barry tries to obtain 
a pardon for her lover from the King and 
nearly succeeds, but Jean du Barry spoils 
her plan by breaking his promise not to 
betray her secret. Du Barry knocks him 
Gown with a candelabrum before he had time 
to betray everything. To save Cosse-Bris- 
eac’s life Du Barry divulges his hiding 
place, but refuses to declare her love for 
the King. Then the revolution breaks out 
and Du Barry is imprisoned in the Bastile. 
Cosse-Brissac, who had been imprisoned by 
the King, is Mberated by the revolutionists 
and is selected to read the death warrant 
to Du Barry. He tries to save her, but does 
not succeed. 

The end of the play shows a wond 
realistic tableau, representing a street in 
Paris, with Du Barry on a cart on her way 
to the execution. It is that tableau which 
has been reproduced.

K all the monarchical countries of 

Europe are guarded with special care, 
not only by the police but also by an elab- 
orate system of military sentinels, are suffi- 
ciently rare to render them worthy of - 
placed on record when they occur.

QUARANTINE ON A STATE 


INDIANA RESIDENTS FORBIDDEN 
ENTRY TO KENTUCKY. 

Board of Health Issues an Order Which 

_ ) Requires a Certificate of Vaccina- 

tion as Passport—Six Thousand Per- 

sons Who Work in Louisville and 

Live Across the River Barred Out by 

New Rule in the War Against Small- 
pox. 


Louisville, Ky., May 27.—[Special.]—The 
Kentucky State Board of Health tonight or- 
dered a smallpox quarantine agajnst the 
State of Indiana, to become effective at noon 
on Sunday, June 1. ; 

According to the order, no person, whether 
a resident of Indiana or not, will be allowed 
to cross from the State of. Indiana into 
the State of Kentucky unless that person 
bears a certificate from a duly authorized 
health officer showing that he or she has 
been successfully vaccinated within the last 
five years. Any carrying company trans- 
porting a person without a certificate will 


be prosecuted. | 


Result of Refusal of Aid. 

The order is the result of Governor Dur- 
bin's refusal to aid the Kentucky authori- 
ties in dealing with the smallpox situation. 
The disease is now. prevalent in Indiana, 
especially in New Albany and Jeffersonville, 
directly across the river from Louisville. 
Six thousand persons cross into Louisville 
from New Albany and Jeffersonville every 
day. They are employed in Louisville. The 
quarantine will keep these persons at home 
and will probably suspend all traffic be- 
tween the Kentuc metropolis and the 
towns across the river, 


Indiana Officials Surprised. 

indianapolis, ind., May 27.—The action 
of the Kentucky health authorities in quar- 
antining against the State of Indlana on 
account of smallpox in the southern counties 
caused much unrest here tonight when it 
became known. Sécretary Hurty of the 
State Health Board went to Louisville on 
Monday night to intercede with the Ken- 
tucky authorities to delay action. | 

Governor Durbin is at French Lick Springs, 
but is expected here tomorrow, as is Secre- 
tary Hurty. The Governor has an emerg- 
ency fund at his disposal, any part of which 
can be used to combat the disease. 


Order Declared Unjustified. 

Indiana health authorities do not think the 
situation is sufficiently grave to justify the 
quarantining that has been ordered. The 
following smallpox cases in southern coun- 
ties were reported in the last bulletin issued 
by the State board: Knox, 44; Daviess, 29; 
Gibson, 22; Posey, 2; Warrick, 61; Martin, 
1; Lawrence, 12; Perry, 12; Floyd, 2; Clark, 
5; and Dubois, 20. 


KAISER NEVER HEARD OF POTTS. 


Emperor of Germany Issues a Personal 
Denial of Rumors Regarding 
the Naval Attache.

FRENCH PRESIDENT HAS EXCIT- 
ING TRIP ON A BATTLESHIP. 


While Returning to France from His 
Visit to Russia the Montcalm Is 
Washed by Seas So Heavy That the 
Sailors Have to Be Lashed to the 
Standing Gear—Fires Extinguished 
and Presidential Party Is Reduced

PARIS, May 27.—President Loubet experi- 
enced heavy weather on his return trip be- 
tween Copenhagen and Dunkirk. He arrived 
at the latter place at noon and reached Paris 
at 6 tonight, 

The seas were heavy and washed over the 
decks of the Montcalm, broke the galley 
windows, and extinguished the fires. 

The cooks were unable to provide any 
warm food for the Presidential party and 
they had to be contented with biscuits, and 
even these were scanty. 

It was necessary to lash the sailors to the 
standing gear in order to prevent them from 
being washed overboard. 

President Loubet landed at Dunkirk at 
noon. He was welcomed by the Mayor and 
populace. The President proceeded to the 
Chamber of Commerce, and, at a lfiincheon 
subsequently, he expressed his delight at the 
extreme cordiality of the welcome extended 
to him by both the imperial family and the 
people of Russia. :

Workingmen’s ynion, are leading an agita- 
tion for an increase in the wages of servants, 
tradesmen, printers, tailors, mechanics, to- 
bacco workers, ahdstevedores. Several offi- 
cers have been elected from among the em- 
ployés of English firms. 

The union has petitioned Acting Governor 
Wright to maintain the provisions of the 
Chinese exclusion act, to modify'the cholera 
quarantine, and to abolish the recently in- 
troduced rickshaws, because they are Mable 
to employ and degrade the Filipinos. 

The delegate of the union is making an 
active canvass of the town among the Fill- 
pinos and is enlisting numerous laborers and 
mechanics in the cause. The recent big 
strikes in the United States are described 
voluminously and are having a great in- 
fluence on the credulous workmen, The 
movement may become serious.

REHEARSE CORONATION PARADE 


Fifteen Plain Coaches Traverse the 
Route Through London to West- 
minster Abbey. |

LONDON, May 27.—The coronation pro- 
cession was rehearsed at 7:30: o’clock this 
morning. There were fifteen plain coaches, 
representing the vehicles in which the royal 
family and foreign royalties will ride dur- 
ing the actual procession. 

The eight royal cream-colored horses were 
used, but they were in ordinary harness. In 
front of the King’s coach was a brake rep- 
resenting the Prince of Wales’ carriage, 
drawn by six horses. The route taken was 
from the royal mews at Buckingham Palace 
to the Mall, to the Horse Guards’ Parade, 
Whitehall, to Westminster Abbey, where 
the Duke of Portland, master of the horse, 
reviewed the successful rehearsal.

Newfoundland Cabinet Recalls Judge 
Seymour for Favoring Federation 
with Dominion of Canada. 


St. Johns, N. F., May 27.—Owing to reports 
published in Canadian papers that District 
Judge Seymour, in a speech at Toronto last 
week, had declared himself in favor of the 
confederation of Newfoundland with Can- 
ada, the Newfoundland Cabinet has recalled 
Judge Seymour, who was on leave of ab- 
sence.

CABINET CRISIS IN MADRID. 


Senor Canalejas Proposes Discussion of 
Religious Questions, and Upon Re- 
fusal Resigns Portfolio. 


MADRID, May 27.—A crisis in the Cabinet 
has occurred. At the meeting of the Cabinet 
today Sefior Canaléjas, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, insisted upon the necessity of con- 
vening the Chamber immediately to discuss 
the religious question. The other Ministers 
opposed this proposal, and Sefior Canalejas 
resigned. After this action the remainder of 
the Cabinet placed their portfolios at the dis- 
posal of Sefor Sagasta, the Premier, to ena- 
ble him to solve the difficulty.

STILL NO PEACE 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


London Hears Rumors of Hitch 
in Negotiations with 
the Boers. 


MAY UPSET ALL PLANS. 


Budget Debate Is Postponed Un- 
til a Definite Decision Can 
Be Announced. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 28, 3 a. m.—There is a dis- 
tinct setback this morning in the recent op- 
timism concerning the conclusion of peace. 
Both the cables from Pretoria and political 
dispatches dealing with the Cabinet concur 
in declaring that the questions raised by the 
Boer delegates constitute a grave difficulty 
that will lead possibly to the breaking up 
of the conference, 

A dispatch from Pretoria, dated Tuesday, 
refers to the irreconcilable minority, includ- 
ing several well known Boer leaders, as op- 
posing surrender unless they are given im- 
portant assurances, which Lord Milner has 
been informed are impossible. 


Little Chance of Surrender. 

The Daily Mail's Pretoria correspondent 
says there is little chance of surrender un- 
less the leaders who have accepted the 
British terms succeed in bringing pressure 
on some of their colleagues. The delegates 
are still in Pretoria awaiting Great Britain's 
final reply. 

It is stated in London that a majority of 
the delegates at Vereeniging probably in- 
clude a majority in favor of peace, but if 
the minority is large and determined enough 
the majority will not detach itself therefrom. 

In the House of Commons yesterday Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the Liberal 
leader, asked the government when the bud- 
get would be taken up. 


Debate on Budget Put Off. 

A. J. Balfour, the government leader, re- 
plied that it would be inconvenient to dis- 
cuss the b t while affairs were in the 
balance in south Africa, as it would be im- 
possible in the course of the discussion to 
prevent references to the peace negotiations. 
Mr. Balfour said he thought the House would 
agree with the wisdom of this course. 

Mr. O'Kelly, Irish Nationalist, asked Mr. 
Balfour what terms had been offered to the 
Boers. Mr. Balfour declined to answer. 

The impression created in the House by 
Mr. Balfour’s statement and the compara- 
tively great length of yesterday’s Cabinet 
meeting is that the negotiations are still in- 
complete. 


Serious Hitch Is Rumored. 

The Standard says it understands that the 
delay in announcing the result of the peace 
negotiations caused some disappointment. 
A report was current last night that a seri- 
ous hitch had arisen. While there is some 
difficulty on certain points there is no rea- 
son to think it an insuperable obstacle to 
peace, 

The Telegraph notes that the Stock Ex- 
change was disappointed by the delay, but 
doe# not expect that it will éxceed a few 


days. 
swo Hundred More Prisoners. 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph from 
Pretoria reports that 200 Boers have surren- 
dered at Frankfort, in the Orange River 
Colony. 

A statement is issued by a news agency 
this morning that Lord Kitchener will be- 
come Adjutant General to the forces instead 
of taking command of the Indian army, as 
reported previously. 


DEFEAT FOR CHINESE REBELS. 


Fifteen Hundred Insurgents in South- 
ern Provinces Killed in Battle. 
with Regular Troops. 


LONDON, May. 27.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai states that the rebellion in the 
south is In full activity. The rebels were 
defeated tn a severe battle by General Chu 
Lu Hsien, losing 1,500 killed and wounded. 

The troops pursued the rebels to their in- 
trenchments and villages, cutting off their 
supplies. The insurgents, who included 
women and boys, made desperate sorties 
and forced the troops to retreat. The rebel 
leader Ching Ting Pin has been killed. 

The insurgent forces are increasing in 
strength. Boxers are gathering ip large 
numbers in the Province of Shantung. 


Likin Tax to Be Retained. 


SHANGHAI, May 27.—The negotiations be- 
tween the Chinese and foreign commission- 
ers in regard to the tariff are at a stand- 
still. It seems certain that the proposition 
to abolish the likin will be rejected. This 
result has been anticipdted by those who 
know China best. The abolition of the likin 
would seriously cripple the provincial gov- 
ernments. 

The rebellious and seditious uprisings in 
the northern provinces and in Kwangsi are 
assuming serious proportions. It is feared 
that they have the passive sympathy of 
many officials who regard them as a pro- 
test against the payment of a large for- 


eign indemnity. 


The English missionaries in Shantung 
have complained that six Christian stu- 
dents in the provincial college have been 
expelled for refusing to worship the Con- 
fucian tablet. Sir Ernest Satow, the Brit- 
ish Minister, has sent a protest to Prince 
Ching on the subject. 


POLISH BILL IS DENOUNCED. 


Many Members Leave Diet During De- 
bate on Measure :to Strengthen 
the German Influence. 


BERLIN, May 27.—The debate on the bill 
providing for strengthening the German ele-. 


-ment in the Polish provinces of Prussia be- 


gan in the Lower House of the Prussian Diet 
today. The Imperial Chancellor, Count von 
Biilow, said: the government was compelled, 
for the sake of the security of the monarchy, 
to erect a bulwark against agitation in favor 
of granting Poland constitutional rights. 

Herr Szuman, a Pole, bitterly denounced 
the government for not Keeping faith with 
the Poles, and at the conclusion of his speech 
the Polish members left the House in a body. 

Herr Richter (Radical), during a scathing 
criticism of the bill, said it appeared to have 
been “ dictated from the saddle, with orders 
to advance and to attack with it at quick 
time, without regard to what might be trod- 
éen under foot.’’ The bill, he declared, vio- 
lated the: principle that all Prussians were 
equal before the law.” 


DUMONT’S BALLOON CUT UP. 


Unknown Parties Slash Brazilian Aero- 
naut’s Airship Into Strips in 
London Warehouse, 


CABLE TO THE CHISAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 27.—Santos-Dumont, the 
aeronaut, who intended to give exhibitions 
with his airship at the Crystal Palace next 
week. arrived from Paris today and found 
that his balloon a few hours previously had 
been cut to pieces, completely destroying one- 
third of it. 


The cutting was done with knives, and large - 


rings of the silk covering were removed. 
The mystery is deepened by the fact that 
two of Santos-Dumont’'s French assistants 
slept in and constantly watched the shed 
where the airship was kept.

STOCK BOOM IN LONDON. 


BRITISH PUBLIC FEELS SURE OF 
PEACE IN AFRICA. 


Buoyant Market Reflects the Confi- 
dence Felt in England in the Speedy 
End of the Boer War—Consols Are 
Running Strong—Canadian Pro- 
moter Seeks to Divert Stream of 
Capital to Enterprises in the Yukon 
Valley.

LONDON, May 28, 3 a. m.—Buoyant stock 
markets still reflect ‘the confidence felt in the 
restoration of peace, even if the Ministers are 
silent while the Cabinet has discussed the 
fresh phase of the negotiations. Consols are 
running strong, and English rails of all 
classes are rising. The Kaffir market con- 
tinues firm under ‘the manipulation of lead- 
ing operators, although the volume of busi- 
ness is not great. 
movement of mining stocks i# predicted by 
south Africans in the street as soon as peace 
is declared. Forecasts are premature until 
there are signs that foreign investors are 
impressed with the evidence of the future 
prosperity of the Rand and Rhodesia. 


Booming the Yukon Region. 

Canadians are making strerfuous efforts to 
convince British investors that they are un- 
duly interested in south African mining 
properties, and are neglecting opportunities 
for the development of British Columbia. 
The Crown Prosecutor for the Yukon, and 
the originator of a new series of schemes for 
opening vast districts of the Northern terri- 
tory, has been consulting with capitalists 
and engineers and seeking to divert the in- 
terest of speculators from south Africa to 
the Yukon. He delivered an illustrated lec- 
ture yesterday under the auspices of the 
Colonial Institute on the resources and min- 
eral wealth of the Yukon Valley. Heavoided 
discussion of the Alaska frontier question, 
but gave warning that Americans were dis- 
playing remarkable energy in that quarter, 
and that British investors ought to bestir 
themselves. 


Washington Embassy Gossip. 

There are many idle conjectures respect- 
ing the successor of Lord Pauncefote, but 
there is no authority for the statement that 
he will be a lawyer rather than a diplomatist. 
English barristers find their way to the 
bench or the great law offices of the crown 
rather than to diplomatic posts. The For- 
eign office will have three vacancies to fill, 


for Lord Currie tis retiring from Rome and 


Sir Hugh McDonnell from Lisbon. A series 
of transfers will probably be made in the 
service after the coronation and the Wash- 
ington embassy will not be filled prema- 
turely.

The Duchess of Devonshire, the Duchess 
of Westminster, and the Marchioness Lans- 
downe are among the great hostesses already 
arranging social functions for the coronation 
revels. ; 


Chamberlain and Jameson Meet. 

Joseph Chamberlain and Dr. Jameson met 
for the first time last night at the Garrick 
club, where they were guests of Charlies W. 
Boyd. They sat side by side and got on 
pleasantly, although neither referred to the 
raid of January, 1896, which brought Ciiam- 
berlain posthaste from Birmingham to Lon- 
don. Among the guests were Alfred Lyttel- 
ton, E. T. Cook, C. F. Gill, Alfred Beit, L. 
C. Mitchell, 8. H. Jeyes, and others. 

Dr. Jameson will return to south Africa 
in a fortnight. He regards the war as 
practically ended, and expects to remain 
two years in south Africa. Chamberlain 
was suffering from gout, but wag in aggres- 
sive form and full of confidence in the future 
of south Africa and the political fortunes of 
the Unionist party.

PERJURY CHARGE IS PROMISED. 


Senate Committee Likely to Prosecute 
Corporal O’Brien for Evidence 
That Is Proved False. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.--[Special.]— 
Prosecution on charges of perjury is prom- 
ised Corporal O’Brien because of his recent 
testimony before the Senate Philippines 
committee. When positive proof of the 
falsity of many of his statement was pre- 
sented today by Captain McDonald, one of 
the officers who had been accused, Senator 
Lodge, chairman of the committee, said 
steps would be taken looking to the former 
soldier's prosecution. 

Captain McDonald presented official gtate- 
ments to refute the testimony of Corporal 
O’Brien. Senator Rawlins said the state- 
ments were unnecessary to refute O’Brien. 
Senator Dietrich retorted that if O’Brien’s 
statement had been suppressed at the point 
where the minority wanted it, enough would 
have leaked out to give designing politi- 
cians an opportunity to make use of it. 

Mr. Rawlins sharply resented this remark 
and said if he could not be protected in the 
committee he would remain away. Chair- 
man Lodge stated that Senator Dietrich’s 
remark was not in order, and the latter 
responded that he did not intend to call high- 
minded Senators designing politicians. 

All reference to the incident then was 
stricken from the record. ; 

Captain McDonald was questioned con- 
cerning the taking of prisoners and also the 
burning of some towns. He said he gave 
orders to burn several towns which were 
in hostile country and sheltered Ladrones 
and insurgents. . 

McDonald said, except on one occasion, he 
never had been a witness to the water cure, 
and that this occasion was the one in which 
the Presidente of Igbaras was subjected to 
this treatment. He said that at the time 
Captain, now Major, Glenn, Judge Advocate 
of General Hughes’ department, was in 
command, and that he understood the pris- 
oner had been given the water cure upon 
Captain Glenn's order for the purpose of 
eliciting information which was secured. 

McDonald said the water was forced into 
the man’s stomach with a syringe, but that 
he was not badly hurt, as he mounted his 
horse soon afterward and rode into the 
mountains with the troop.

THREE PLANTS TO BE BUILT. 


Du Pont Tract at Halsted Street and 
the River Involvedina — 
Deal.

An important deal in an industrial way has 
been closed involving the Du Pont tract at 
Twenty-second and Halsted streets and the 
river. Plans have been completed for the 
erection of three manufacturing plants at 
an aggregate cost of $500,000. 

The John Davis company, which has been 
located on Michigan street for a number of 
years, will transfer its business to the new 
location, where it will erect a plant costing 
$200,000. Its buildings will comprise a ware- 
house at the southeast corner of Twenty- 
second and Halsted streets, four stories 
high, with ground dimensions of 256x167 
feet; several buildings, comprising machine 
shops, powerhouse, pipe mill, and sheds, 
whith will occupy a frontage of 250 feet on 
Twenty-second street, just to the east, run- 
ning through to Union street, on which the 
company has a frontage of 570 feet. Ad- 
joining this piece and separated from it 
by-an eighteen foot driveway, a large ware- 
house will be erected for Burley & Tyrrell. 
It will be five stories high, of mill construc- 
tion, and will cost about $90,000. 

The American Cutlery company is about to 
erect two six-story buildings In connection 
with its plant at 171-175 Mather street. One 
of the buildings will be 76x42 feet and the 
other 48x40. They will be constructed of 
pressed brick and stone and will cost $60,000. 

Julia Corcoran has conveyed to John L. 
Corcoran 36x125 feet, south front, at the 
northwest corner of Jackson boulevard and 
Winchester avenue, and 42x133 feet on Win- 
chester avenue, west front, seventy-nine 
f north of Van Buren street, for $40,000.

Immigration. Bill Passes the 
House with Two Liquor 
Amendments. 


> 


DEBATE IS A WARM ONE. 


Landis of Indiana Offers Propo- 
sal to Shut Off All 
Intoxicants. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—The House 
today passed the immigration bill, and with 
it two resolutions, one prohibiting the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in the United States 
Capitol and the other prohibiting their sale 
at immigrant stations. 

The feature of the session was the lively 
debate on the liquor resolutions. It was 
precipitated by an amendment offered by 
Mr. Bowersock [Kas.] to prohibit the sale 
of liquors at immigrant stations, which was 
carried, 88 to 18. Mr. Landis [Ind.] followed 
this victory with an amendment to prohibit 
the sale of intoxicants in the Capitol, and it 
prevailed by a stil larger majority—106 to 19. 

The immigration bill brings together into 
one act all the scattered legislation hereto- 
fore enacted in regard to the immigration of 
aliens into the United States, arranges it in 
sequence, etc., eliminates what has become 
obsolete by reason of subsequent legisla- 
tion, amends some of the administrative fea- 
tures, and also adds some provisions to the 
general laws and others made necessary by 
the extension of the territorial limits of the 
United States. 


Some Important Changes. 

Among the more important changes are 
those increasing the head tax on aliens 
coming into the United States by land trans- 
portation from §1 to $1.50; adding to the 
excluded classes epileptics, persons who have 
been insane within five years, Anarchists, 
or persons who advocate the overthrow of 
government by force; broadening the word 
“contract”’’ im the contract labor law to 
include “offer, solicitation, or promise’’; 
providing for the fine of eteamship com- 
panies which receive at the port of depar- 
ture aliene afflicted with loathsome or con- 
tagious disease instead of providing as now 
for thejr deportation on arrival here; ex- 
tending the time within which an alien 
who becomes a public charge may be de- 
ported from one to two years, and provid- 
ing that immigrants over 15 years old should 
be able to read in some language. 


Liquor Question Comes Up. 


During the discussion of the Bowersock 
amendment Mr. Shattuc offered a substi- 
tute providing that “ beer may besoldinany 
tmmigrant station owned or used by the 
United States or in the grounds appertain- 


supported #t. The latter declared that the 
government should not be placed in the posi- 
tion of authorizing the sale of beer upon its 
premises to incoming immigrants. 

Mr. Adams [Pa.] advocated Mr. Shattuc’s 
amendment, arguing that beer to immigrants 
from Germany and other countries of north- 


_erm Burope was as necessary as meat and 
bread. 


Mr. Landis [Ind.] replied that the class 
of immigrants who could be tempted with a 
glass of beer on landing were not desirable, 
and, while nota followerof Carrie Nation, he 
did not believe intéxicating liquors should be 
eold anywhere on premises of the United 
States. 

“If you are so keen about prohibition on 
government property why do you not vote for 
a resolution to prohibit the sale of liquor in 
this Capitol?’’ asked Mr. Shattuc. 

“I would vote this instant,”’ replied Mr. 
Landis, “for a resolution to prohibit the 
sale of beer, whisky, or any other intoxicat- 
ing liquor in this Capitol.” EP @ 


Landis Replies to Taunts. 


Proceeding Mr. Landis declared that if he 
could have his way the sale of fquor would 
be prohibited also within five miles of every 
military post and soldiers’ home. Being 
again taunted by Mr. Shattue he gave notice | 
that at the first opportunity he would offer 
a resolution to prevent the sale of intoxicants 
in the Capitol Building. 

The Shattuc amendment was defeated, 25 
to 75, and Mr. Shattuc then offered the fol- 
lowing substitute: 

** That hereafter it shall be unlawful to sell 
intoxicating liquors in any immigrant sta- 
tion or other building accessible to aliens 
owned or used by the United States govern- 
ment or in the grounds appertaining to the 
same.”’ 

Mr. Mann [Ill.] raised a point of order 
against the substitute, provoking a round of 
applause, when he characterized the amend- 
ment as pure “ hysteria.’’ Mr. Shattuc said 
he hoped the “‘ temperance fanatics’ would 


.be given an opportunity to go on record on 


the amendment. 
Mr. Boutell, who was in the chair, sus- 
tained Mr. Mann's point of order. 


Urges Total Abstinence. 


Mr. Cochran [Mo.] then raised a laugh 
by remarking dryly that if the same num- 
ber of gentlemen who now seem eager 
to close up the bar in the basement of the 
Capitol would abstain from patronizing it, 
it would closé up for want of business. His 
experience, he said, taught him that when 
members advocated prohibition on the floor 
they came from prohibition districts; when 
they advocated personal liberty, the senti- 
ment of their district was opposed to pro. 
hibition. 

The Bowersock amendment was adopted— 
83 to 18. 


Prohibits Sale in Capitol. 


Mr. Landis’ amendment to prohibit the 
sale of intoxicants in the Capitol then was 
adopted 108 to 19. 

There was considerable applause on the 
floor and in the galleries when the announce- 
ment was made. An amendment was adopted 
providing that mothing in the act should 
be construed to interfere with the Chinese 
exclusion act. The bill then was passed. 


Philippine Debate in Senate. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—Mr. Patterson 
‘of Colorado, in the Senate today, continued 
his discussion of the Philippine question, con- 
cluding the speech which he began yester-" 
day. After reviewing and commenting on 
the general Philippine question, he attacked 
the pending bill, particularly its provisions 
regarding the holding of lands. 

Mr. Burrows, chairman of the Committee 
on Privilegegsand Elections, reported that the 
majority of the committee was opposed to the 
House resolution providing for the election 
of Senators by the people; that a majority of 
the committee was in favor of the Depew 
amendment providing the eléction of Sen- 
ators in all States shall be uniform and Con- 
gress shall have power to enforce the amend- 
ment, and finally the majority of the com- 
mittee was opposed to the resolution as 
amended. 


CLINGS TO THE MAYOR’S CHAIR. 


“Tip ” Is Passed Ardund That Carter 
Harrison Desires to Head the 
Ticket Again. 


The “tip” is being passed around that 
Mayor Harrison wil) be a candidate for re- 
election next spring, and his friends already 
are making every effort to bring about peace 
between the factions.

Washington, D. C., May 27.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs has agreed to report fa- 
vorably the bill providing for the retirement of 
Naval Constructor Richmond P, Hobson. 


CATSER'S GIFT NOT LIKED, 


AMERICA OWES NOTHING TO 
‘FREDERICK THE GREAT. 


New York Sun Searches History for 
Evidences of the Famous Prussian 
Sovereign’s Friendship Toward the 
Colonists in the War of the Revolu- 
tion—Plenty of Expressions of Sym- 
pathy, but No Offer to Help—Appeals 
for Treaty Unheeded, 


[From the’ New York Sun (Eéitorial).] 

The German Emperor has offered us a 
statue of Frederick the Great and President 
Roosevelt has accepted the offer. In his 
letter the Emperor assumes that Americans 
are grateful for the friendship alleged to 
have been evinced by Frederick toward the 
United States during the struggle for inde- 
pendence. Is the assumption well founded? 
_Have Americans any reason to be grateful 
to Frederick the Great? That is a question 
which ought to be settled lest the erection 
of a statue of the illustrious Prussian sover- 
eign in our federal capital should be looked 
upon as a mockery. 

Friendship is tested not by words, but by 
deeds. If only words are given when deeds 
are needed and requested no gratitude is 


earned. 

What France did for us {is well known. 
She began by secretly supplying us with 
arms, ammunition, and money. She then 
acknowledged our independence. She em- 
ployed fleets and armies in our cause. She 
fought on our side for some five years, and by 
the sacrifices made on our behalf she plunged 
her monarchy in bankruptcy and ruin. It 
was therefore preéminently fitting that the 
statue of Rochambeau, who personified our 
vast indebtedness to France, should be reared 
in Washington. 


What Did Frederick Do? 


Now let us inquire what, if anything, was 
done for us by Frederick the Great. There 
js no doubt that, so far as words are con- 
cerned, Frederick the Great expressed some 
sympathy for the American colonies be- 
cause they were at variance with the same 
type of British Ministers which had wronged 
the Prussian sovereign in 1762. As Mr. 
George Bancroft has pointed out: “ The re- 
public which arose in America encountered 
no unfavorable prejudice in his mind. With 
the sympathy of France which protected 
the United States he had a common feeling. 
Liberal English statesmen commended his 
good will; but he detested the policy of Bute 
and of North, so that for him and for Amer- 
ica there were in England the same friends 
and the same enemies.”’ 

The historian goes on to recall that in 
November, 1774, Frederick expressed the 
opinion that the British colonists would 
rather be buried under the ruins of their 
dwellings than to submit to the yoke of the 
mother country. He was astonished at the 
apathy and gloomy silence with which the 
British nation viewed the undertaking of a 
war alike absurd and fraught with hazard. 


Criticises the British Ministry. 


‘The treatment of the colonies,” he wrote 
in September, 1775, “‘ appears to me to be 
the first step toward despotism.” In Octo- 
ber of the same year he was ill, and he has 
himself recorded what he thought at the 
time of the proclamation of George III. de- 
nouncing the American insurgents as 
traitors: ‘‘ It seems to me hard to proclaim 
as rebels free subjects who only defend their 
country against the despotism of a ministry. 
The more I reflect on the measures of the 
British government, the more they appear 
to me arbitrary and despotic. The British 
constitution itself scems to authorize resist- 
ance. That the court has provoked its colo- 
nies to withstand its measures nobody can 
doubt.”” Again: “If I had a voice in the 
British Cabinet I should take advantage of 
the good disposition of the colonies to recon- 
cile myself with them.’ He had no faith, 
however, in the wisdom of the ministry 
headed by Lord North. ‘“ In order to interest 
the natifon in this war the British court will 
offer conditions of reconciliation, but it will 
make them so burdensome that the colonies 
will never be able to accept them.”’ Hiscoa- 
clusion was that “ the issue of this contest 
or fail to make an epoch in British an- 
nals."’ 

Considered as mere opinions, mever to be 
translated into acts, the words quoted reflect 
credit upon their author’s sagacity. They 
would be still more creditable to him if the 
views expressed had not been shared by al- 
mést all observant men on the Continent of 
Europe. 


Not Entitled to Gratitude. 


Tt will searcely be pretended that our na- 
tional gratitude is due to any of the conti- 
nental statesmen who strictly confined 
themselves to academic expressions of sym- 
pathy. Mr. Bancroft, who as United States 
Minister to the court of Berlin, had excep- 
tional opportunity for prosecuting investi- 
gations, tells us that in a careful search 
through Frederick's Cabinet papers he was 
able to find no letter or part of a letter in 
which the Prussian sovereign allowed the 
interests of his kingdom to suffer from the 
personal dislike with which he regarded such 
British Ministers as Bute and North. 

When, in May, 1776, a plan for direct 
commerce. with America was suggested, 
Frederick answered: ‘‘ The plam appears to 
me problematical; without a fleet, how could 
I cause such a commerce to be respected?” 

When a commercial agent was sent to him 
by Silas Deane in November of the same 
year he declined to treat for a direct com- 
merce between the United States and Prus- 
sia. In February, 1777, he expressed satis- 
faction at the receipt from the American 
commissioners at Paris of a copy of the 
Declaration of Independence, and of the 
articles of American confederation, but, to 
the request for some concrete proof of his 
friendship, such as the establishment of a 
mutually beneficial free commerce, he would 
only answer as before: “I am without a 
navy; having no armed ships to protect’ 
trade, the direct commerce could be con- 
ducted only under the flag of the Nether- 


lands, and England respects that flag no 
longer.’’ 


Deaf to American Proposals. 


In the remaining years of the war one 
Or another of the American agents ever and 
anon renewed the proposal, but Frederick al- 
ways turned it aside. It is true that he for- 
bade German troops destined for service 
under the English flag in America to traverse - 
any part of his dominions on their way to 
the seacoast. This he did because he de- 
tested the practice of selling German blood 
for money. We add that his prohibition did 
not prevent German mercenaries from 
reaching the seacoast by other routes. 

What the American colonies wanted and 
what would have been of great benefit to 
them in their struggle for liberty, was a 
formal acknowledgment of their independ- 
ence by the court of Berlin. This concession 
they were never able to obtain from Freder- 
ick the Great. He had an opportunity to 
earn our gratitude, but he never turned it 
to account. He never acknowledged the in- 
dependence of the United States until Great 
Britain herself had done so, when, of course, 
his acknowledgment was superfluous. 

We have never yet erected a memorial to 
Louis XVI., although that unfortunate aov- 
ereign did everything in his power to aid 
the United States at the cost of ruin to him- 
self and to his dynasty. Under the circum- 
Stances, a statue of Frederick the Great at 
the national capital canot help looking al- 
ways queer.

DEMOCRATS MEET 
‘TO FRAME ISSUES 


Platform ‘to Be Adopted by 
the State Convention 
. Discussed. 


STATE TOPICS FAVORED. 


Civil Service Reform Plank to 
Be Adopted—Yates to Be 
Denounced. 


Outlines of the platform to be adopted by 
the Democratic State convention were dis- 
cussed at a meeting of leading members of 
the party in the office of Chairman Hopkins 
of the State committee yesterday. No set 
resolutions were drawn or discussed; and no 
specific planks decided on, but a general 
agreement was reached as to the tone the 
platform ought to take and the matters tp 
be incorporated in it. | 

All appeared to agree that free silver was 
to be dropped altogether. This necessi- 
tates a refusal to indorse the Kansas City 
platform of 1900 on account of the promi- 
nence given 16 to 1 in ‘it. There was an 
added disposition to fight shy of the Kan- 
sas City document as the confréres do not 
eare to meke ‘“anti-imperialism’’ the 
‘paramount issue” it is therein declared 
to be.. 

In a general way it was argued that State 
issues. should be given the center of the 
stage in the platform and planks dealing 
with civil service reform in the State in- 
‘stitutions, declaring against convict labor, 
advocating the election of a United States 
Senator by direct vote of the people, and de- 
nouncing the Yates administration were 
marked out as the ones to be given the 
most prominence. The matter of municipal 
ownership was not taken up yesterday, but 
the prediction was afterwards made by some 
of the men who were there that a plank 
would be incorporated pledging the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature to vote 
for such bills as may be asked for by/Chi- 
cago, either in the way of municipal owner- 
ship or other enabling legislation. 

As regards national matters, it was held 
the platform should content itself with a 
reference to trusts, the tariff, and the Phil- 
ippines, the latter perhaps of a mild order. 
What, if anything, should be done regarding 
reciprocity with Cuba was not gone into.

PUMPS IN MINES 
‘TO STOP MONDAY. 


Meetings at Minersville, Pa., 
_ Decide on Strike if De- 
mands Are Refused. 


WILL CRIPPLE SHAFTS. 


Governor Stone Is Assured by 
Leaders That Law Will Not. 
Be Violated. 


Pottsville, Pa., May 27.—[Special.]—That 
all the large coal mines in the lower part 
of the Schuylkill anthracite coal region will 
be deserted by the engineers, pumpmen, and 
firemen on June 2 was officially announced 
today on the part of the employés by Ex- 
ecutive Officer Thomas J. Richards of Min- 
ersville. Mr. Richards said: 

“The pumpmen and engine runners held 
two representative meetings in Minersville 
last evening, tie first covering individual 
operations and the second Philadelphia and 
Reading operations. 

“ The situation was fully discussed by the 
men, who also sought my opinion and ex- 
planation of the order to be obeyed on June 
2, when it was decided to abandon the meet- 
ings called for on Wednesday and to fully 
obey the laws of the special orders issued 
by the organization. 3 

‘*I] am not afraid of the result in Schuyl- 
kill on June 2, and I am safe in predicting 
that with few exceptions all engineers, 
pump runners, and firemen will cheerfully 
obey the order to cease work on June 2 if 
the demands are not complied with.”’ 

The unanimous action of the firemen and 
pumpmen in determining to strike is thought 
to be a sure forerunner of troubie at the 
colleries next. Monday. 


‘Three More Districts Decide. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 27.—At a meeting 
of the engineers, firemen, and pumpmen of 
the Temple, Lehigh Valley, and Erie Coal 
companies at Pittston tonight it was agreed 
by a vote of to 560 to join the strikers on 
Monday.

Governor Stone Holds Conference. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 27.—The situation in 
the anthracite coal region was discussed at 
a conference between Governor Stone, Attor- 
ney General Elkin, and Thomas Duffy, T. D. 
Nicholls, and John Fahey, District Presi- 
dents of the United Mine Workers, today. 
President Fahey said the strikers were obey- 
ing the law, and that he did not apprehend 
any violence which would justify the oper- 
ators to call on the State authorities for the 
militia, 

Quiet at Pardee Workings. 
Hazleton, Pa., May 27.—Everything is 
quiet this morning at the Cranberry colliery 
of A. Pardee & Co., where the engineers, 
firemen, and pumpmen quit yesterday. 
Several clerks employed at the Silver Brook 
colliery, who refused to act as firemen and 
pump-runners, were discharged. This week 
most of the strikers in the Hazleton district 
will receive their’ wages for the first half of 
May. This will be the last distribution of 
wages until the suspension is ended. 


- Hanna Knows of No Meeting. 

Cleveland, O., May 27.—Senator Hanna, 
whér seen today relative to a proposed meet- 
ing of the Civic federation in Chicago, said 
that he knew absolutely nothing of the mat- 
ter. He declined to say whether or not he 
had any further plans in connection with 
his efforts to secure a settlement of the 
anthracite coal strike. 


Western Union Is Spreading. 

Denver, Colo., May 27.—From the officers’ 
reports presented today at the annual con- 
vention of the Western Labor union it ap- 
peared that this new general labor organiza- 
tion has already begun to invade Eastern 
territory and will extend its jurisdiction 
across the continent if the convention ap- 
proves the plans that have been formed, 
Secretary Clarence Smith, in hig report, said 
that the membership of the Western Labor 
union had doubled during the last year. The 
report recites that a large number of appli- 
cations for charters have been received from 
independent labor organizations in the East. 

President John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America, who has been here the 
last three days in secret consultation with 
soft ¢oal mine representatives and labor 
leaders, left last night for Indianapolis, 
where another secret conference of some sort 
is scheduled. Mr. Mitchell is expected back 
here this evening, to remain a few hours be- 
fore starting for McKeesport, Pa. A call 
for a national convention to consider a gen- 
eral strike of Soft coal as well as anthracite 
miners is looked for soon by some coal men, 
while others, who have faith in President 
Mitchell's conservatism, believe that he will 
use every effort to avert a general strike. 


TOWING TRUST STARTS A TUG. 


Rite McDonald Takes Out Two Schoon- 
ers ‘and Brings in One—Revoca- 
tion of License Asked. | 


Witha policeman in the cabin and with 
Captain James Sinclair, local manager for 
the tug trust, on board, the tug Rite McDon- 
ald ofthe Great Lakes fleet yesterday re- 
deemed the trust’s promise to start towing 
despite the striking employés. The McDon- 
ald towed the schooners Lotus and Berwyn 
out of the river and the schooner 8. H. Foster 
from the lake to the South Branch. 

The most radical action against independ- 
ent vessel interests by the tugmen was taken 
yesterday when licensed men refused to 
allow the Lydon & Drews company to enter 
the tug James A. Quinn in service here.

Kremer, representing the Great Lakes 
Towing company, against thirteen masters 
and twelve engineers, asking that their 
licenses be revoked on the ground of dis- 
criminations, which were “a hindrance to 
navigation.”’ The action of the tug trust 
followed the union’s threat to surrender all 
licenses if the licenses of any of its mem- 
bers were taken away.

American Electric Company Resists De-~ 
mands for Higher Pay and 
Employes Quit. 


A strike is on among the employés of the 
American Electric Telephone company, 
Jackson boulevard and Canal street. Eighty 
of them quit yesterday because the demands

KATE BOYD ASKS DIVORCE: 
DENIES BEING A PAUPER. 


Former Crusader Brings Suit as a 
Moneyless One—She and Attorney 
Gettys Must Explain to Judge. — 


Mrs. Kate Mills Boyd, 90 Warren avenue, 
who conducted a crusade to enforce midnight 
closing of saloons, filed a bill for divorce 
yesterday against her husband, William L. 
Boyd. Mrs. Boyd sets forth in her Dill 
that she was married to the defendant on 
July 17, 1880, Boyd at that time being a resi- 
dent of New York City. Thecouple lived to- 
gether until April 7, 1898, when Mrs. Boyd 
asserts that her husband deserted her. 

The suit was filed by Attorney A. L. Get 
tys, who presented his own and two other 
affidavits to prove that Mrs. Boyd is a 
pauper. When Mrs, Boyd heard of this 
there was an explosion. 

“Tam not a pauper,” she exclaimed, and 
Mr. Gettys had no right to bring the suit 
that way. Mr. Gettys owea me money for 
clients I have secured for him, and he should 
assume the costs of the case.”’ 

When Judge Chytraus heard that Mrs. 
Boyd had declared she was not a pauper, he 
said: 

“ Some of these attornéys think that they 
can impose upon the court, and I intend to 
put a stop to it. Aside from the affidavits 
and the statements of the attorneys and the 
complainant, we have mo way of telling 
whether they are paupers or not. But in 
this casé I am going to see that somebody 
suffers for the wrong.” 


TO STUDY THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 


Annual Conference Assembles at At- 
lanta, Ga., and Listens to 
Reports. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 27.—[Special.]—Th 
seventh annual Atlanta conference for the 
study of the negro problem met here today. 
Many facts were brought out relative to the 
industrial condition of the negro in the 
United States. 

Reports from fifty cities and towns in 
various States were made to the conference 
in regard to negro artisans. In twenty-six 
of these localities the negro artisans were 
gaining ground; in eight they were holding 
their own, and in fourteen they were losing 
ground; they are strongest in the building 
trades. 

Statistics were quoted. showing that an in- 
creasing number of inventions are being 
patented by negroes. 

Reports were received from nearly all the 
ninety-eight international labor unions, and 
from the central labor bodies of 150 cities. 
From this report it appears: 

Twenty-one international unions bar 
negroes from membership; these include the 
locomotive engineers and firemen, the glass 
workers, the textile workers, the boiler mak- 
ers, the machinists, the stone cutters, etc. 

About thirty international unions bar the 
negro practically if not theoretically; these 
include clothing makers, upholsterers, book- 
binders, chairmakers, leather workers, etc. 

Sixteen international unions have a few 
negro members, but usually the local bodies 
silently vote against negro applicants; as 
the tailors, blacksmiths, musicians, the 
Typographical union, etc. 

Booker T. Washington closed the confer- 
ence with a speech in which he laid stress 
on the new era of industrial development 
and intellectual advancement that was open- 
ing before the negro. 


INSANE MAN KEPT IN A BOX. 


Coffinlike Bed Is Bolted Over Him Each 
Night—No Other Remedy Is 
Found Practicable, 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 27.—[Special.J— 
Despite the recommendations of the State 
Board of Charities through its secretary, an 
insane man, in the Allen County Infirmary, 
is being boxed up and bolted in a wooden 
cage little larger than a coffin every night.

Albert Nichason has 
a mania for destroying whatever he can lay 
hands on at night. Day and night he is hand- 
cuffed, for he has fits of passion in the day 
time that make him dangerous.

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OHIO CONVENTION 
SOLID FOR HANNA 


Enthusiasm for the Senator 
Is the Chief Featurein — 


Big Meeting. 


PARTY NOW UNANIMOUS. 


Republicans Today Will Nomi- 
nate a State Ticket and 
Adopt a Platform. 


Cleveland, O., May 27.—[{Special.]—En- 
thusiasm tor United States Senator Mark 
A. Hanna was the chief feature of the Re- 
publican State convention today. Only one 
session was held, but committees were ap- 
pointed and all made ready for the real work 
tomorrow. : 

Senator Hanna has been the center of in- 
terest since his arrival from Washington 
last Sunday. The conferences of leaders 
with him continued today, but when it came 
to ihe meeting of the delegates at 2 p. m. 
by Congressional districts the sentiment for 
him was demonstrated in an unprecedented 
degree. His friends had claimed eighteen 
out of the twenty-one districts and more 
than realized: their expectations. 

Interest centered in the selection of State 
committeemen, as the new State Central 
committee, selected today, will have control 
next year when members of the Legislature 
are elected who will choose the successor to 
Hanna in the Senate. It is claimed tonight 
that there was only one anti-Hanna man 
selected on the new State committee and 
that he “ has been reconciled.”’ 


Promises to Address Delegates. 


The drift of sentiment in all the prelim- 
inary meetings was most enthusiastic for 
the Senator, and in the convention the dele- 
gates would not rest till he got up and 
showed himself, although he insisted that 
he would not discuss the issues In advance 
of the keynote speech of General Grosvenor, 
who is to be the permanent presiding o 
tomorrow. 

While the interests of Senator Hanna were 
paramount in the selection of all the com- 
mittees, others were recognized in the selec- 
tion of the Committee on Resolutions. Sev- 
eral Congressmen, Dick, Gill, Hildebrandt, 
Nevin, Skiles, and Taylor, were selected on 
this committee and three members of the 


-Legislature, Harding, Patterson, and Cole, 


The dress parade at this convention of can- 
didates for the Republican Gubernatorial 
nomination continued into the district meet- 
ings, which favored their respective favor- 
ites by placing Dick, Daugherty, Douglass, 
Harding, and Taylor on the Committee on 
Resolutions. 


Tayler Declines Renomination. 


At the meeting of the delegates of the 
Eighteenth Congressional District R. W. 
Tayler declined the nomination for re#lec- 
tion as Congressman on account of recent 
engagements as an attorney, but his friends 
were prompt in stating that this did not 
08 him out of the race for the Governor- 
ship. 

With the platform completed tonight and 
only three nominations for minor places to 
be made, it is thought that the convention 
will conclude early tomorrow,. although 
General Grosvenor will speak at length and 
the time of Senator Hanna’s speech is some- 
thing of which he himself is unable to give 
any information, There is some talk about 
calling out the candidates for Governor for 
trial heats on the platform if the work of 
the convention concludes ‘early in the day. 

Governor Nash was cheered on being in- 
troduced and spoke in part as follows: 

‘The most important part of the business 
of Ohio, mercantile, commercial, mining, 
manufacturing, and industrial, is carried on 
through and by means of artificial persons, 
created by the State and known as corpor- 
ations. In them the capital of our people 
is invested more or less profitably. By them 
labor is employed and paid fair wages. 

‘‘ These corporations should not be looked 
upon as the enemies of the people, but as 
their friends, capable of still further devel- 
opment and making useful the great re- 
sources of our State and giving to labor 
remunerative employment and to capital 
safe investment. | 

“TI congratulate you that the National Re- 
publican party controls the destinies of this 
great republic. In the dark and gloomy days 
of 1896 it made promises full of brilliant hope 
for the nation. The people trusted, and we 
have entered upon a career unparalleled in 
the history of the world. 

‘TI congratulate you that fn the person of 
Theodore Roosevelt we have a President 
from whose Hps fell the solemn pledge to 
pursue, without variation and untarnished, 
the great and beneficial policies of William 
McKinley. Our loved one has fallen, but the 
nation and her people live, to be blessed for- 
ever by his theories of government.”

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 
Estimated arrivals for today are: Wheat, 
20 cars; corn, 90 cars; oats, 145 cars; hogs, 
25,000. 

There was talk of manipulation in July 
corn yesterday, a natural consequence of the 
sharp advance of 1%c and the big holding 
credited to the Harris-Gates interest. There 
was excuse enough, however, in the big re- 


duction of over 1,000,000 bu in local stocks 


for the week and in the small receipts to 
make shorts uneasy. There was a good 
deal of buying by Harris-Gates, but other 
commission houses were almost equally 


active on that side, and speculative shorts 


showed acute evidences of alarm. Country 
acceptances reported were the largest of the 
spring, fully 400,000 bu, but with only 90 
cars estimated for today and no sign of an 
increased movement in sight, the shorts’ 
position for the time is not a happy one. 
Manipulation might put the price higher 
and a big run of corn might later send it 
still lower. In the meantime there is a 
chance for an active market. According to 
reports of the last two weeks, fully 3,000,000 
bu corn must have been bought to arrive 
here. Some cash men think it will begin 
to come with a rush and receipts run up to 
500 cars a day. One house has over 600,000 
bu* bought and none of it started. It is 
probable the farmers have not begun to de- 
liver the corn to the country dealers who 
sold it to Chicago, wet weather having de- 
layed both shelling. and hauling. There is 
the possibility always that if the market 
should advance sharply some effort would 
be made to get out of sales made at lower 
prices. While July was in sharp demand, a 
good many of the bulls seemed to think it 
advisable to have a hedge in some other 
month, and there was a steady pressure on 
September and December. The market had 
the help also of an unfounded rumor that 
Harris-Gates had called excessive margins. 
Trade was broader and there was more of 
the air of a genuine bull market yesterday 
than in some time. Much may depend today 
on whether the country holder loosens up 
still more: on the higher bids sent out last 
night. 

Spencer of St. Louls, Vice President of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition and a con- 
firmed bull on corn, was in the Harris-Gates 
office yesterday talking over the situation. 
“Most of the St. Louis trade,” he said “ is 
bearish in corn, expecting a freer move- 
ment and lessening demand. I feel bullish, 
as I have done for fifteen months, not on 
any idea of manipulation in the market but 
on the legitimate situation. I have just 
had a wire from Kansas City that a load of 
cattle sold there today at $108 a head, or 
$7.35 a hundred, the highest price ever paid 
in that market, and at such prices for stock 
corn is worth 8Uc to feed. 


Free Telegraph Privileges. 


The directors yesterday tackled the propo- 
sition of restricting commission men, more 
particularly the private wire houses, in the 
matter of providing free telegraphic com- 


on Rules, which has been conferring with 
representatives of different houses, investi- 
gating. facts, made an informal report and 
the matter was referred back to that com- 
mittee and the Committee on Market Quo- 
tations jointly. 
complaints against one or two private wire 
houses for allowing free use of their system 
to Philadelphia and Baltimore merchants to 
bid the West for cash grain, in return for 
which courtesy they gave the local houses 
their hedging business. It is claimed this 
is a valuable concession, and thereforel a 
violation of the commission rule, to which 
the private.wire people retort that it costs 
them nothing. They assert further that any 
rule aimed against them would be class 
legislation, which is inhibited by the charter 
of the Board of Trade. It is likely, however, 
that some interpretation or amendment of 
the rules will be evolved, which will restrict 
the practice complained of.

PENDING NEGOTIATIONS LEAVE 


Fear That Bituminous Coal Miners May 
Strike and Conflicting Reports Re- 
garding Peace in South Africa Have 


Conditions Much Easier, Rulitg on 
Call at 3 Per Cent—Day’s Transac- 
tions Light and Range Small. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK, May 27.—[Special.]—The 
stock market today was ecsentially a ** wait- 
ing "' one. Although reports regarding the 
negotiations for peace in south Africa have 
encouraged hopes of an early settlement, no 
definite announcement has yet been made. 
This, together with the fears that the bitu- 
minous coal miners may disregard their con- 
tract, made the market an irregular one, 
despite the fact that all of the other consid- 

erations affecting values were favoraple. 


Money on call ruled under 3 percent. The 
Subtreasury has gained only $295,000 from 
the banks since the beginning of the clear- 
ing-house week, chiefly on account of cus- 
toms collections. Mercantile collections for 
the month are said to be prompt, and busi- 
ness conditions entirely satisfactory. The 
limited speculation in stocks has also ma- 
terially reduced the demand for money. 

The transactions were light, aggregating 
a little over 300,000 shares, with Canadian 
Pacific again the leader in respect to activi- 
ty. That stock, after an Initial decline in- 
duced by profit taking, rallied nearly a point 
from the lowest price, but suffered a net de- 
cline of 1% percent. There was a revival of 
interest in Wisconsin Central issues, the 
common Stock being second in point of activ- 
ity te Canadian Pacific, and scoring a net 
gain of \% of lpercent. The preferred gained 
nearly a point. The anthracite coal shares 
were comparatively neglected and fluctu- 
ated within narrow limits. This was also 
true of the other usually active railway 
stocks. In the industrial group there were 
noteworthy dealings in American Car and 
Foundry. is¢ues, American Ice common, 
American Snuff, American Locomotive com- 
mon and preferred, Brooklyn Union Gas, 
Consolidated Gas, and Fuller Construction 
preferred, at advances extending to 5 per 
cent. Sugar Refining led the list in respect 
to activity, and suffered a fractional net de- 
cline. Pressed Steel Car common was traded 
in extensively and sustained a net decline of 
8% per cent. The preferred lost about a 
point. Twin City Rapid Transit, on dealings 
in 1,100 shares, closed nearly 1 per cent 
above yesterday's final price. 


The dealings in bonds were light, but were 
well distributed. The tone of the market 
continued firm. Consolidated Tobacco 4s, 
Green Bay and Western debenture Bs, St. 
Louls Southwestern firsts, and Union Pa- 
cific convertible 4s were the features. In 
the outside market the noteworthy dealings 
were in San Francisco subscriptions and pre- 
ferred shares at advancing prices; in United 
States Steel Ss at 04% to 05; General Car- 
riage Trust receipts, Green Consolidated 
Copper, which declined to 28% at the close, 
and Havana Commerciarshares, which were 
exceptionally strong.

ROP OUTLOOK 18 BRIGHT 


GENERAL RAINS AID IN GROWTH 
OF GRAIN AND FRUIT. 


Floods Cause Some Damage, but Only 
in Limited Areas, and Drought Is 
Broken in Ail Sections—Wheat and 
Corn Doing Well and Promise a Big 
Tot tton in Good Condition, 
with Little Inquiry So Far—Week- 
ly Report from States. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special.}]— 
Fellowing is the weekly crop report of the 
Weather bureau: 

The week ending May 26 was one of 
highly favorable temperature conditions in 
all districts east of the Rocky Mountains, 
with abundant rainfall over the greater por- 
tion of the central valleys, lake region, and 
Middle Atlantic States. Drought conditions 
in the Ohio Valley have been relieved, ex- 
cept in southern Illinois, and, while partial- 
ly broken over the greater part of the Middle 
anc South Atlantic States, more rain was 
needed at the close of the weeek in those dis- 
tricts. 

Rain is much needed in Tennessee, over 
the northern portions of Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, and in central and southern Florida. 
Excessively heavy rains rétarded work and 
caused some damage by washing and over- 
flows in the lake region and in the States of 
the Ohio and Lower Missouri Valleys. 

Heavy rains have interrupted corn plant- 
ing over extensive areas in the Missouri, 
vpeer Mississippi, and Ohio Valleys ard 

ke region, in portions of which districts 
much replanting will be necessary as a re- 
sult of overflows and washed lands. The 
early planted corn has made good growth 
throughout the central valleys, but is suffer- 
in the Lower Missouri 

. dn the Southern 8S crop 
made good progress, 


Winter Wheat Is Improving. 


An improvement tn the conditi 
wheat is reported from 
Portions of Illingjs, and in Indiana, Mich. 
igan, and Wisconsin, and the crop con- 
tinues in fine condition in Missouri, except 
An a few southeastern counties. The reports 
from Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, the mid- 
dle, south Atlantic, and east gulf States 
show that the crop is heading low and in- 
dicate light yields. Harvesting continues 
in Texas, and wil] soon begin in Arkansas 
Oklahoma, and southern Kansas. On the 
Pacific coast the outlook continues favor- 
able, except in southern California; the crop 
is, however, reported as unusually weedy 

rapidly and harvest wil begi 
in the San Joaquin Valley. 

Early spring wheat has made vigorous 
growth and that later sown is coming up 
well. Seeding is practically finished. 

Few adverse reports respecting cotton are 
received. In portions of Texas, Oklahoma, 
and Alabama the crop Is getting grassy, and 
boll weevil are increasing and lice appear- 
ing in southern Texas. Generally through- 
out the cotton belt, however, fields are clean 
and the crop has made good growth, and

Mississippi Cotton Good. 


Mississippi—Good rain needed in few northern 
counties; early cotton generally making vigorous 
growth. 

Louisiana—Early cotton well cultivated, grow- 
ing rapidly and forming squares; sugar cane mak- 
ing good growth. 

Texas—Warm and favorable with no rain, except 
fin western and northwestern counties: cotton mak- 
ing rapid growth; corn making fine growth. 

Kentucky—Warm weather with abundant rains 
have greatly improved all crops. 

Missouri—~Warm with coptous showers, except in 
southeast; corn generally in good condition and 
growing rapidly; wheat, oats, rye, flax, cotton, 
meadows, . potatoes, and gardens making fine 
progress, except in few southeastern counties. 


Outlook in Illinois Good. 


Illinois—-Warm and showery weather has been 
favorable for crops generally, but rain still in- 
sufficient in south; wheat, rye, oats, and meadows 
doing well in north, but in less favorable, though 
improved, condition in south; corn generally doing 
well, but planting delayed by rain itn north; gar-. 
dens and potatoes doing well; peach crop light; 
apples and other fruits range from poor to good; 
unsprayed orchards injured by insects. 

Indiana—Copious showers during week in all 
sections; crops damaged and replanting and plant- 
ing corn delayed; in unflooded districts condition 
of wheat, oats, clover, corn, pastures, potatoes, 
and gardens greatly improved. 

Ohio—All crops improved by copious showers, 
but some damage by rain in southwest and by 
wind and hail in north; wheat heading short and 
some has thin stand; other grains improved: corn 
planting well advanced, condition good; tobacco 
planting begun; potatoes promising; apple pros- 

ct good. 

Michigan—Warm showers greatly improved win- 
ter wheat, rye, meadows, and pastures, but de- 
layed corn planting and other field work. 

Wisconsin—Warm weather with general! rains, 
in some sections heavy, caused rapid growth of 
crors, but delayed planting; some damage on low- 
land by excessive moisture and washing; dry 
weather badly needed; outlook for spring grains 
eT some damage to fruit trees by high 
wind. 

Minnesota—Warm and showery week with se- 
vere local storms in central and extreme south- 
eastern portions early in week; small grains, 
grass, early flax, corn, and potatoes growing 
rapidly. 

Iowa—Week excessively warm with heavy show- 
ers over three-fourths of State; considerable dam- 
age by washing and floods in Iimited area; in 
northeast district corn planting delayed and some 
replanting necessitated; crop condition fairly 
good. 

North Dakota—Conditions favorable; vegetation 
has made rapid growth. 

South Dakota—Favorable temperature and am- 
ple rains; local hall in several counties caused 
slight injury; spring wheat, oats, and barley in 
fine condition; corn planting has made good; 


progress. 

Nebraska—Warm, showery week, favorable for 
growth of vegetation; wheat and oats continue 
to improve; winter wheat heading nicely; corn 
planting delayed by rain.

DEMAND RAISING OF TRACKS. 
- South Park Commissioners Pass an Ordi- 


nance—Two Guilty of Tip- 
ping Employes. 


The track elevation ordinances of the Pan- 
Handle, Chicago Junction, and Chicago Ter- 
minal Transfer railroads at Thirty-ninth 
street and Western avenue were adopted by 
the South Park board yesterday afternoon 
at an adjourned meeting. 

Representatives of the railroads objected 
to the present form of the ordinances, but 
with the exception of an extension in time of 
eight months the measure was passed as 
originally planned. The main objection was 
the provision that there should be an unob- 
structed driveway on the boulevard forty 
feet wide. The railroad companies’ repre- 
sentatives wished to construct a subway 
which would give two drives of twenty-five 
feet each, with a masonry column between. 

The ordinance passed April 14 by the board 


~ for the elevation of the Alton railroad tracks 


at Thirty-fifth street and Western avenue 
was opposed on the ground that the railroad 
was in existence before the South Park 


board, and that, therefore, the board had no : 


jurisdictién over its tracks. The commis- 
sioners refused to alter their ordinance.
